The Case Of The Empty Red China's Envoy To

Price Coup To 
Corner Grocer 


WASHINGTON (UPD -The 
corner grocer can do something 
Sunday that General Motors, 
General Foods and other corpo­ 
rate giants cannot —raise his 
prices. 


And within that anomaly lies a 
central fact in the administra­ 
tion’s post-freeze economic plan­ 
ning: The big companies not 
only have more economic im­ 
pact. they may be the only ones 
on which any practical control 
can be exerted 


The corner store vs. giant 
corporation 
situation 
arises 
from the latest decisions putting 
together the machinery w'hieh 
will attempt to control the econo­ 
my when the wage-price-rent 
freeze ends at midnight Satur­ 
day. 
The Price Commission Thurs­ 
day announced that, firms doing 
more than $100 million in sales 
every year will have to notify the 
government 30 days in advance 
if they want to raise prices, and 
then put them into effect only if 
the price panel does not object. 
Firms with less than $100 
million in annual sales —all the 
way from sizeable manufactur­ 
ers to local merchants —can 
hike their prices as of Sunday, 
provided they post a list of prices 
that prevailed during the freeze. 
Those with sales between $50 
million and $100 million, as 
previously announced, w ill have 
to submit price change reports 
every three months but the 
others will be subject only to 
random spot checks. 
The only price increase guide­ 
line the government laid down 
Thursday was a general one: It 
wants to hold average price 
increases across the economy to 
a rate of no more than 2.5 per 
cent per year. How this w ill show 
up in the price of shoe polish or 
furniture remains to be seen, 
since the whole economy is 
lumped together in the standard. 


And it said that cost increases 
—not hopes for increased profits 
—must be the motive for priee- 
hikes. The profit limit beyond 
which sellers will not be allowed 
to go will be based on the two 
best profit years during the 
three year period immediately 
proceeding the start of the freeze 
Aug. 15. 
Hut more significant perhaps 
than the price standard or the 
cost-proof justifications for price 
rises is the fact that the biggest 
firms are the prime target of the 
new controls. The $1(M) million 
plus sales companies include the 
1.300 biggest firms which togeth­ 
er have about 45 per cent of the 
American sales market. 
Because their price increase 
requests must be submitted 30 
days in advance it appeared 
likely that they would undergo 
more scrutiny than smaller busi­ 
nesses. The 2.5 per cent standard 
w ill be applied with more exact­ 
ness in the sense that it will 
have a larger immediate impact 
than if it were applied individu­ 
ally to scores of smaller busi­ 
nesses. 
By singling out the biggest 
firms for the closest monitoring, 
the government was both recog­ 
nizing the multiplier effect that 
changes in these industries have 
down through the economy and 
realizing that close control of a 
few' big firms was more practi­ 
cal than attempting a company- 
by-eompany examination all up 
and down the line. 
This is true also on the wage 
end where only firms with the 
largest blocks of employes — 
5.(88) or more —will have to get 
advance government approval 
for wage increases. 
Another significant develop­ 
ment out of Thursday’s decisions 
was that rents on houses and 
apartments —except for new' 
units —will remain frozen until a 
new rent board can determine 
guidelines for rent hikes. 


Ford, Chrysler Will

to raise car and truck prices 
during Phase II of President 
Nixon’s program. General Mo­ 
tors and American Motors are 
expected to follow suit.

Thursday to ask for an increase 
on 1972 models, and a Chrysler

Ford and Chrysler cited in­ 
creasing costs of materials and 
declining profits as the justifica­ 
tion for price boosts. GM and 
AMC officials also have com­ 
plained about rising costs in the 
past.

Legislation to reim ­ 
burse Marin for expen­ 
ses related to the Ange­ 
la Davis and Ruchell 
Magee cases

county auditor-controller, 
pending legislation in the Sen­ 
ate could make the county elibi- 
ble for a $206,000 reimburse­ 
ment from the state.

NOT LIA BLE 
Under the bill, Mitchell said, 
Marin County would not be 
liable for additional expenses 
once the Davis case is moved 
out of the county. Marin County 
is responsible for the $600.000 in 
security costs not directly con­ 
nected to the case, and any 
other county getting the case 
would be responsible for its ow n 
security costs. 
(Last week, the Davis case 
was ordered to Santa Clara 
County. Defense attorneys, 
however, 
are 
fighting the 
change of venue to San Jose, 
instead urging the case be 
moved to San Francisco.) 
Mitchell 
said that 
while 
county taxpayers may get some 
relief, security costs will re­ 
main high at Civic Center. 
“ REAL R E L IE F ” 
“ Based on the passage of AB- 
644 and a change of venue, I 
can project real relief for the 
taxpayers of Marin County — 
particularly for the future,” he 
said. “ However, in the present 
climate, with San Quentin being 
here, your board of supervisors 
will be faced with continued 
financial problems.” 
Mitchell said a study is now 
under way by the sheriff’s of­ 
fice. the district attorney’s of­ 
fice and his own to determine if 
a reduction in the Civic Center 
security force is feasible as a 
result of the expected move of 
the Davis trial. 
“ It’s not likely there will he 
any extreme cuts,” he added. 
He said he was releasing the 
figures because some have mis­ 
interpreted the Bagley hill as 
proposing total reimbursement 
of security costs. 


10 Killed In 
Crash Of Jet 


LITTLE ROCK. Ark. (H IT)- 
A Cl 3d cargo plane loaded with 
20 tons of jet fuel crashed on 
takeoff at Little Rock Air Force 
Base today and burst into 
flames, killing 10 of the 11 crew 
members and student airmen 
aboard. 
“ Ten were killed and there is 
one in the hospital,” a base 
spokesman said. The survivor 
was in critical condition. 
The ( ’ 130, carrying a full fuel 
load of 40,000 pounds, lifted off 
the runway, then suddenly 
nosed back down and crashed 
on the concrete. 


U. N. Brings Greetings 


Pays Courtesy Call; 
Travel Is Restricted 


UNITED NATIONS (UPD— Peking’s smiling 
chief envoy gave the United Nations the regards 
of K00 million mainland Chinese today in a short 
and snappy courtesy call, and his delegation got 
word their travel in America would be restricted 
in the same treatment given Soviet Russia. 


Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister 
Chiao Kuan-hua. leader of the 
Communist Chinese delegation, 
paid the half-hour protocol visit 
to Adam Malik of Indonesia, 
president of the U.N. General 
Assembly. The full delegation 
takes over the U.N. China seat 
in its diplomatic debut Monday. 
The 
United 
Nations 
an­ 
nounced that the State Depart­ 
ment had decided —although 
Washington and Peking do not 
have diplomatic relations — “ to 
extend travel restrictions to 
members of the mission of the 
People's Republic of China 
comparable to those applied to 
the Soviet mission." 
If said a diplomatic note cov­ 
ering the restrictions had been 
delivered to the Chinese mis­ 
sion. The regulations require 
48-hour notification of travel 
outside a 25-mile radius of New 
York City and, as is the case 
with the Soviet Union and some 
other countries, various areas 
in the country are closed to 
travel. 
The note said tregulations 
apply to the delegates and to 
“ others w'ho may apply to enter 
this country in connection with 
United Nations affairs.” 
Chiao made a half-hour proto­ 
col call on Malik in the latter’s 
38th floor suite in the gleaming 
secretariat building overlooking 
the East River in midtown 
Manhattan. 
He was accompanied to the 
meeting by Huang Hua. China's 
permanent representative to 
the U.N.. and Hsiung Hsi- 
anghui, a representative in the 
delegation. Huang Hua stayed 
behind in the U.N. complex to 
talk to Constantin Stavrouplis, 
secretary-general for U.N. af­ 
fairs. 


Chiao returned to the delega­ 
tion's quarters in the Roosevelt 
Hotel with Wang Hai-jung, w'ho 
is believed to be the niece of 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung and 
who was one of six delegates 
accompanying him. She re­ 
turned the waves of reporters 
and photographers. 


They drove through heavy 
traffic. Their limousine took 
them through Hammarskjöld 
Plaza, a f<*w blocks from the 
U.N. main entrance, where 
about 75 Japanese Christians 
who regard Jerusalem as their 
spiritual home were singing He­ 
brew spirituals in a demonstra­ 
tion urging U.N. aid to Middle 
East security. 


Both Chiao and Miss Wang 
were relaxed and smiling as 
photographers snapped them in 
the lobby. 
A real estate agent visited the 
Chinese temporary mission on 
the Roosevelt’s 14th floor and 
reported they expected to move 
into a permanent mission in 
about four weeks. The agent, 
Patrick Simone, said one of the 
several properties they were 
thinking about was the mansion 
of the late showman Billy Rose, 
up for $1.5 million sale. 
It now is the Algerian delega­ 
tion home. But Simone said he 
got the idea the Chinese wanted 
something less ornate: “ I don't 
think their ideology agrees with 
an elaborate building." 
The Chinese, who take their 
seat in the United Nations at 
expense of the ousted National­ 
ist regime of President Chiang 
Kai-shek, will make their dehut 
in the U.N. General Assembly 
on Monday when Chiao and 
Huang may speak and listen to

Jumper Still Critical 
— Is 6th To Survive

SAN FRANCISCO - A 36- 
year-old Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice worker was in critical con­ 
dition today after surviving a 
246-foot leap from the Golden 
Gate Bridge. (See photo, page 
eight.) 
Henry Harrington of Pacifica, 
whose wife said he was de­ 
pressed over his job, became 
the sixth person known to have 
survived a jump from the span. 
Harrington was pulled from a 
90-foot-deep moat around the 
south tower of the bridge yes­ 
terday. He was still conscious 
after the leap, and managed to 
stay afloat by holding onto de­ 
bris in the water until help 
arrived. 
“ He gave me his age, his 
home address and telephone 
number.” said Officer Steve 
Ellis of the California Highway 
Patrol. “ Not only that, he told 
me where his ear was parked 
and its license number. He said 
he had left a note for his wife.” 
Harrington was taken aboard 
a Coast Guard cutter with the 
help of bridge workers, and 
later transferred to Mission 
Emergency Hospital, where he 
underwent four hours of sur­ 
gery to remove a ruptured 
spleen. Harrington, who also 
suffered chest and liver dam­ 
age, remains hospitalized. 
Harrington’s wife. Freda, 
said her husband worked for 
IRS in San Francisco and was 
being transferred to Fresno. 
She said he had been de­ 
pressed over his work, which 
included the closing of busi­ 
nesses. but believed the trans­ 
fer would solve his problems. 
She said the family, including 
an 11-year-old daughter and 4 
year-old son, was packed and

ready to move from its Penin­ 
sula apartment. 
Highway patrolman Ellis said 
he didn’t ask Harrington why 
he had made the leap. “ I didn’t 
want to tax him any more. He 
was just great.” 
Eight persons actually have 
survived jumps from the Gold­ 
en Gate, although twro subse­ 
quently died of their injuries. 
The highway patrol said Har­ 
rington parked his ear in a lot 
near the Roundhouse restau­ 
rant at the toll plaza shortly 
after 10:30 a.m. then walked 
out to the south tower. 
A bridge television camera 
monitoring traffic caught Har­ 
rington as he climbed the guard 
rail of the east sidewalk and 
slipped over the side into the 
mist. 
“ A pedestrian shouted at 
him, but the next thing he saw 
he was gone,” said James 
Schulze, a highway patrol offi-

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) — 
With Mars looming larger and 
larger ahead, Mariner 9 aimed 
its cameras at the planet's south 
polar cap of dry ice today to 
observe the one area on the 
Martian surface not clouded by a 
great dust storm. 


The bright polar cap was the 
only Mars feature clearly visible 
in most of 30 pictures radioed 
back to earth Thursday night. 
The spacecraft was taking a 
second 24-hour sequence today 
as it zeroed in on Mars’ southern 
hemisphere. 


Mariner 9. working flawlessly 
on the lost leg of its 248-million 
mile journey from Cape Kenne­ 
dy. is scheduled to fire a small 
rocket motor at 7:17 p.m. PST 
Saturday for 15 minutes to be­ 
come the first spacecraft to orbit 
another planet.

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WASHINGTON (UPI)-Presi- 
dent Nixon soon will explain his 
plans on Indochina to the nation. 
He must consider the over­ 
whelming sentiment of Congress 
for an early and total withdraw­ 
al of U.S. forces. 


The White House has not said 
when Nixon will make his an­ 
nouncement on his troop with­ 
drawal policy for the period 
following Dec. 15 in Vietnam, but 
it could come within the next few 
days. 


Coming to the end of another 
year of struggle with the Presi­ 
dent over the w ar. Congress sent 
Nixon a $21 billion military 
procurement hill Thursday night 
declaring it “ the policy of the 
United States” to completely 
withdraw subject to only one 
condition: the release of Ameri­ 
can prisoners of war by North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong. 
The hill, w'hile serving notice 
to the President that congres­ 
sional support for the war and its 
costs in lives is ending, still 
leaves the President with a free 


hand on the timing and condi­ 
tions of the American exit. 


But many members consider 
the statement the last warning 
shot Congress will fire before 
members use their ultimate au­ 
thority to end the w ar by cutting 
off funds. 
Neither House has been will­ 
ing to use the appropriations 
power to end the war. That 
reluctance emerged again in the 
Senate Thursday in a series of 
close, roll-call votes on the for­ 
eign aid hill. 
That hill contains what many 
war critics believe to be the 
seeds of future American in­ 
volvement in Indochina —an 
involvement that would continue 
the war indefinitely not with 
American manpower, hut with 
American money and air power 
in support of U.S. directed ar­ 
mies in Cambodia, Laos and 
Vietnam. Sen. J. William Ful- 
bright, I) Ark , and other oppo­ 
nents of Nixon’s policies were 
unable to convince a majority

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
urg ed the National Association 
of Manufacturers (NAM) today 
to insist on low-to-moderate in­ 
come housing near suburban 
businesses and industries or 
face the possibility the g ov ern­ 
ment will "step in and make 
these decisions for y ou.” 
Ribicoff said blacks were 
larg ely being kept out of the 
suburbs, where industrial de­ 
v elopment has shifted from the 
cities, due to inadequate public 
transportation facilities and 
prohibitiv e local zoning . 
"Althoug h the number of 
blacks in the suburbs has in­ 
creased substantially ov er the 
last decade, they remain a 
small minority ” in the suburbs, 
he said. 


. In 19 69 nearly 9 6 per cent of 
the suburban population was 
white, he said. 


Fishing Fine 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (UPI) 
— The larg est illeg al fishing 
fine in Alaska history was lev ­ 
ied ag ainst a J apanese skipper 
and his boat’s owners after 
prev ious penalties showed “ the 
practice has been worth the 
risk.” 
The two were fined $115 ,000 
Thursday for illeg ally fishing 
within the 12-mile U.S. limit off 
Baranof Island near Sitka, 
Alaska. 
U.S. Attorney G. Kent Ed­ 
wards said a $3 0,000 fine 
ag ainst skipper Maszao Kitada 
was imposed by U.S. District 
J udg e Ray mond E. Plummer 
for a criminal charg e. The J a­ 
pan Whaling Co., Ltd., was 
fined $85 ,000 on a related civ il 
charg e. 


No. 1 Problem 


ANAHEIM, Calif. (UPI) — 
Hy pertension — abnormally 
hig h blood pressure — is the 
No. 1 health problem of blacks 
in America, a panel of medical 
ex perts told the American 
Heart Association’s 44th annual 
scientific session Thursday . 


Dr. John B. J ohnson, profes­ 
sor of medicine at Howard Uni­ 
v ersity in Washing ton, D.C., 
said that hy pertension was 
“ enormously hig her” in all ag e 
g roups of blacks than whites. 


Citing statistics, J ohnson said 
hy pertension was 17 times more 
common among black females 
ag ed 25 -44 than white females 
in the same ag e bracket while 
it was 15 .5 times g reater among 
black men in the same ag e 
categ ory than white men. 


Flu Epidemic 
Sweeps Europe 
GENEVA (UPI)—The World 
Health Org anization (WHO) said 
today a larg e-scale influenza 
epidemic if sweeping throug h 
Eastern Europe and heading 
west. 
“ Clinically , howev er, it is not 
sev ere and no deaths hav e been 
reported,” WHO spokesmen 
said. 


GLENDALE (UPI) — J osephine Dillon, who 
coached Clark Gable in acting when he was an 
unknown and then became the first of his fiv e 
wiv es, is dead at the ag e of 87. 
Miss Dillon died in a sanitarium 
following a long illness. Funeral 
serv ices will be held tomorrow in 
Pasadena. 
She married Gable when he was 
20 and she was 3 6 . They were 
div orced after 10 y ears, in 19 3 0, but 
she was nev er bitter about 
the 
parting . 
“ It is a difficult thing for a poor 
boy to hav e the world’s riches thrust upon

and still he able to keep his balance and idea ls,” 
she said sev era l y ears ag o. “ Clark was strong 
that w a y .” 
They met in a little theater in the Midwest 
when Gable was an obscure y oung actor.

Depa rtm ent 
(HEW) said today . 
Hardest hit were welfare 
families headed by women, and 
old folks. 
The spokesman said the 
needy family cutback was 
sharpest in New J ersey , which 
dropped 108,000 women and 
children. California dropped 8,- 
6 00 persons. 


Border Clash 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - The 
g ov ernment-run All-India Radio 
said today Pakistani g unners 
shelled two areas of West Di- 
najpur district in India’s West 
Beng al state ov er the past two 
day s with heav y artillery . 
Indian border forces returned 
the fire, the radio said. The 
number of casualties was not 
immediately known. 
The report coincided with re­ 
ports ov er Radio Pakistan of 
clashes along the border in 
Dinajpur, located on the oppo­ 
site side of East Pakistan, 
about 25 0 miles northwest of 
Belonia where internal fig hting 
was believ ed g oing on between 
Pakistani forces and rebel 
troops. 
For the second time in two 
day s, Pakistani planes report­ 
edly strafed rebel g uerrillas in 
territory facing Belonia, inflict­ 
ing an undetermined number of 
casualties, communiques reach­ 
ing here today said. 


Full Blome 


TOKYO (UPI) — Wataru Hir- 
aizumi, director of an anti­ 
landslide ex periment which 
ended in disaster that buried 15 
persons aliv e, today took full 
responsibility and handed in his 
resig nation to Prime Minister 
Eisaki Sato. 
Sato declined to immediately 
accept Hiraizumi’s resig nation, 
a g ov ernment spokesman said. 
Kanag awa police said 15 per­ 
sons were killed. They were 
among the 25 persons who had 
g athered at the scene of the 
ex periment when a hillside col­ 
lapsed outside the city of Kawa­ 
saki. Ten persons were injured. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Sen. 
J ames O. Eastland, D-Miss., 
said today that two witnesses 
opposed to the Supreme Court 
nomination of William H. Rehn- 
quist were g uilty of character 
assassination. 
Eastland, chairman of the 
J udiciary Committee, lev eled 
the charg e at J oseph Rauh, 
spokesman for the Leadership 
Conference on Civ il Rig hts, and 
Clarence Mitchell, representa­ 
tiv e of the NAACP. 
The two quoted rumors of 
possible connections between 
Rehnquist and the John Birch 
Society at Rehnquist’s confir­ 
mation hearing earlier this 
week. 
"When presented with the 
personal affidav it of Rehnquist, 
categ orically deny ing that he 
was ev er a member of the John 
Birch Society , Rauh and Mitch­ 
ell insinuated that Rehnquist 
should not be believ ed and that 
his unequiv ocal denial could 
sug g est that he had some con­ 
nection with the g roup,” East­ 
land said in a leng thy rebuttal 
of sev eral statements the two 
made in opposing Rehnquist. 
“ It seems clear that the testi­ 
mony of Rauh and Mitchell 
concerning Rehnquist’s associa­ 
tion with the J ohn Birch Society 
was purely hy pothetical and not 
intended to enlig hten the com­ 
mittee, but instead was an ex ­ 
ercise of the crassest ty pe of 
character assassination,” East­ 
land said. 
The senator also said Rauh 


and Mitchell made unsubstan­ 
tiated charg es that Rehnquist 
improperly interferred with 
v oting in black precincts in 
Phoenix , Ariz., and that he used 
abusiv e lang uag e to NegrodS 
who were demonstrating for a 
civ il rig hts bill then pending in 
the Arizona Leg islature. 
Eastland said 
Rauh and 
Mitchell misrepresented Rehn* 
quist’s position on g ov ernment 
surv eillance of citizens, quali­ 
fied martial law during antiwar 
demonstrations, freedom of 
speech rig hts of federal em­ 
ploy es, and school deseg reg a­ 
tion. 
“ I believ e that statements 
made by the witnesses were 
hig hly misleading and unfairly 
prejudicial to Rehnquist,” East­ 
land said. 
Meanwhile, Senate Republi­ 
can Leader Hugh Scott predict­ 
ed both Rehnquist and fellow 
nominee Lewis F. Powell J r., 
Richmond, Va., would be con­ 
firmed before Cong ress ad­ 
journs. 
“ As of now I don’t think 
any body has laid a g lov e on 
either nominee,” Scott said. 


The nominations themselv es 
still were in the J udiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
Sens. Birch D. Bay h, D-Ind., 
J ohn V. Tunney , D-Calif., Philip 
A. Hart, D-Mich., and Edward 
M. Kennedy , D-Mass., contin­ 
ued to check out alleg ations 
made by Rauh and Mitchell 
ag ainst Rehnquist.

Mideast Settlement 
Door Is Open: Sadat 


By U. P. INTERNATIONAL 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat has been in touch with 
President Nixon and has left 
the door open for further U.S. 
initiatives in the Middle East, 
political sources said today in 
Cairo. 


Sadat, in a speech Thursday 
night, threatened to halt all 
diplomatic contacts for a Mi­ 
deast settlement unless Israel 


pledged to withdraw completely 
from occupied Arab land. 
Diplomatic sources in Cairo 
said Sadat was still willing to 
talk peace, however. And in 
Jerusalem the Israeli press 
called the speech a part of 
Egypt’s plan for a major diplo­ 
matic offensive against Israel. 


U PI correspondent Maurice 
Guindi reported from Cairo that 
Sadat held two meetings in 


October with Donald Bmergus, 
the chief U.S. diplomatic repre­ 
sentative in Cairo, and received 
at least one communication 
from Nixon. 


The diplomatic sources did 
not disclose the content of the 
message but said Sadat made it 
clear he remained willing to 
continue a Middle East dia­ 
logue with Washington. 


In this connection, they said 
Minister of State Murad Ghaleb 
would be available for contact 
with the Americans when he 
goes to New York late in No­ 
vember to lead his delegation to 
the United Nations.

Lewis left bo atbu ilding fo r a 
tim e at 20 and shipped o u t fo r 
the F a r East. “ A bo at is a go o d 
deal like a hu m an being. It has 
go t to be bu ilt to take the se a,” 
he said. “ I figu red that by 
go ing to sea I wo u ld get a 
pretty 
go o d 
insight into the 
bo atbu ilding gam e." 
He spent a y ear abo ard ship, 
then went to G u atem ala to take 
charge o f cargo o peratio ns fo r 
a steam ship co m pany . 
He retu rned to the Bay Area 
in 1906 and wo rked as an assist­ 
ant engineer at Stanfo rd Uni­ 
v ersity in Palo Alto befo re set- 
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that this inv o lv em ent sho u ld be 
sto pped alo ng with the inv o lv e­ 
m ent o f Am erican gro u nd co m ­ 
bat tro o ps.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Sen. 
Arlen Gregorio, D-San Mateo, 
says he is confident the Senate 
will reverse its vote temporari­ 
ly rejecting legislation lowering 
the legal age of adulthood from 
21 to 18. 
The Senate defeated the 
measure yesterday on a 19-9 
vote with at least 10 members 
absent but quickly agreed to 
reconsider it. 
Gregorio, upper house floor 
manager, predicted the out­ 
come would be reversed when 
the full Senate membership is 
present to vote on the bill by 
Assemblyman Paul Priolo, 
R-Pacific Palisades. 
In opening debate, Gregorio 
argued that since 18-year-olds 
can vote they should also be 
extended other adult privileges, 
such as signing contracts, serv­ 
ing on juries, becoming police­ 
men and marrying without par­ 
ental consent in the case of 
young men. 
Opposition to the bill was led 
by Sen. Clark L. Bradley, R-San 
Jose, who urged colleagues to 
“ search your consciences in 
making 18-year-olds full-fledged 
adults.” He said they were too 
immature to perform the func­ 
tions now reserved for persons 
21 and over. 
Sen. H. L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, also opposed the bill 
contending his teen-age children 
have indicated to him they are 
incapable of assuming full adult­ 
hood at 18. 
“ I’m not willing to admit that 
all 18-year-olds are capable of 
meeting all responsibilities of 
adulthood,’’ he said. 
An Assembly-passed pro­ 
posed constitutional amend­ 
ment lowering the drinking age 
to 18 is also pending in the 
Senate. If approved, it would be 
submitted for voter ratification 
or rejection next year.

SACRAMENTO (ITU — The 
1971 Legislature set an all-time 
record for longevity today, its 
313th calendar day in session.

The current Legislature al­ 
ready had set a record for the 
longest continuous single ses­ 
sion. The 1940 Legislature’s lon­ 
gevity was spread over several 
special sessions. 
The 1971 Legislature con­ 
vened in January, took a week 
recess for Easter, another three 
weeks in August and hopes to 
adjourn by Thanksgiving. Or at 
least Christmas. 


RECYCLED 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A 
bill requiring state and local 
agencies to use recycled paper 
was signed yesterday by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
The measure by Sen. Anthony 
Beilenson, D-Beverly Hills, re­ 
quires the use of recycled paper 
if it is of the same quality and 
costs no more than regular 
paper. 
Reagan also signed a bill by 
Assemblyman John Vasconcel- 
los, D-San Jose, requiring a 
paper recycling plan for all 
state waste paper be developed. 


DEFEATED 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — An 
Assembly-passed bill which 
would have virtually eliminated 
special mid-term elections to 
fill vacancies on school boards 
has been defeated by the Sen­ 
ate. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man Carlos Bee, D-Hayward, 
was rejected on a 10-25 vote 
yesterday after opponents 
warned that it violated the 
democratic process. 
Sen. Peter H. Behr, R-San 
Rafael, opposed the bill on 
grounds that “ once you start 
chipping away at the right to 
vote . . . you’re chipping away 
at the very bedrock of our 
government.” 
The measure would have per­ 
mitted a school board to ap­ 
point a replacement when one 
of its members leave. Under 
current law, the vacancy must 
be filled by a special election.

Clos ed Orr Hearing 


Ruled Out By Judge 


A move to have a court hear­ 
ing on a petition by fired Fair­ 
fax Police Chief J ames R. Orr 
closed to the public was reject­ 
ed today by J udge Samuel W. 
Gardiner of Marin Superior 
Court. 
But the judge put off until 
Monday a decision on whether 
or not there will be a court 
bearing at all. 


Orr’s a ttorn ey , Leona rd 
Shaw, has requested the hear­ 
ing to seek a permanent court 
order to prevent certain infor­ 
mation from being presented to 
the city ’s board of review when 
it reviews Orr's firing. 


Shaw 
co ntend s 
tha t 
the 
charges against Orr which were 
the basis for his Sept. 3 0 firing 
were too vague and general for 
the chief to respond. 


On Oct. 21, 
the council 
presented Orr with an *'‘amend­ 
ed and supplemental sta te­ 
ment” which, Shaw said, added 
pew charges. 


He is requesting J udge Gardi­ 
ner to prohibit the board of 
review from considering the 
new charges on the grounds 
they were not before the council 


when it originally acted to fire 
Orr. 


Shaw and Fairfax City Atty . 
Wallace S. My ers met with 
Gardiner in his chambers today 
to consider Shaw’s request that 
a hearing on his petition be 
closed to the public so as to 
keep confidential the new alle­ 
gations by the city . 


My ers opposed the move, 
say ing if there is to be a court 
hearing it should be open. But 
he also charged that Shaw has 
not shown lega lly sufficient 
cause for a court hearing to be 
held at ail. 


Following the. conference in 
chambers, Gardiner returned to 
the bench where he ruled that- 
since the case involved a public 
official, it would be “ inappro­ 
priate” for any hearing to be i 
closed.

Want A Satisfying Chinese Dinner? 


Then You'll Want To Try Lin Fa 


There is an old Oriental say - 
inp that he who eats cautiously 
with his friends may not be 
trusted; he who eats more than 
his friends is greedy ; but he 
whose rice dish is shared with 
ev ery one 
will 
hav e 
more 
friends than enemies. 
Traditional Chinese hospitali­ 
ty at the table apparently not 
only calls for a generous rice 
dish but a great v ariety of 
v iands, particularly when the 
table is filled with diners. This 
is shown in the Chinese family 
dinners as they are serv ed in 
restaurants. It's not enough just 
to add more food for a larger 
group — the v ariety is also 
increased. And it's done with 
finesse, 
using modest size 
dishes. 
When the westerners try it 
with their own food, somehow it 
becomes a smorgasbord. 
Not all westerners enjoy eat­ 
ing Chinese food day after day 
— we still crav e our own ty pe 
of fare. But there comes a time 
for many of us when it seems 
that the only thing that will 
satisfy is a Chinese dinner.

If y ou are there any night 
Wednesday through Saturday , 
be sure to stop off in the lounge 
to hear organist Hal Landall at

Fthel Barrie’s menu. This is 
Baldwin's latest “ hot organ” 
from which Hal manages to 
produce a most realistic v iolin 
solo, Sugar Blues trumpet or 
ev en a harpsichord along with 
sundry other instrumental ef­ 
fects.

Insurance Companies Finding 
Campuses Big Sales Avenue 
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By LEROY POPE 
NEW YO RK (UPD—People 
who w'orry about radicalism 
and bizarre life styles on col­ 
lege campuses can take com­ 
fort from the experience of life 
insurance companies with stu­ 
dents. 
Many life companies have 
special organizations to sell pol­ 
icies to students. Often a full­ 
time professional agent runs an 
office on campus and uses stu­ 
dents as part time agents. 
These companies rather uni­ 
formly have a favorable im­ 
pression of today’s undergradu­ 
ates, according to the Institute 
of Life Insurance. On the basis 
of a recent survey, says the 
Institute, “ It’s not true that 
traditionalism has gone the way 
of the dinosaur on the campus.” 


Northwestern Mutual of Mil­ 
waukee has one of the largest 
college sales departments with 
offices on 66 campuses. College 
Life Insurance Co. of Indianap­ 
olis started in business selling 
policies to students. Equitable 
Life Assurance, Home Life of 
New York, Mutual of New 
York, Provident Mutual and 
Fidelity Mutual, both of Phila­ 
delphia, American National of 
Galveston and many others are 
active on the campuses. 
David Reeder, the 32-year old 
head of Northwestern Mutual’s 
college sales organization, says 
undergraduates haven’t really 
changed tremendously since his 
student days. “ Most of them 
will admit that, in the long run, 
they look forward to settling 
down to a conventional life 
style with a wife and kids,” 
Roeder said. “ They aren’t too 


much interested in the main 
function of life insurance— pro­ 
tection right now—but they are 
sufficiently interested in setting 
up something for the future so 
that our company sold them $25 
million worth of policies last 
year.” 


It's a fine market, Roeder 
said, because there now are 
eight million youngsters on the 
nation’s campuses. 


Roeder said his agents usual­ 
ly don’t look on the longhaired 
hippy type undergraduates as 
good prospects, “ but you never 
can tell. One such unlikely look­ 
ing character recently bought a 
$100,000 policy.” 
Boeder said a campus lite 
insurance manager has to be 
sensitive to changing moods. 
“ A college campus can go from 
conservative to liberal and 
back again to conservative 
within a couple of years,” he 
said. “ Also the average middle 
sized campus — 7,500 to 15,000 
students—is far from homoge­ 
neous. It has enclaves of all 
shades of political opinions and 
life styles.” 
While few students see life 
insurance agents as representa­ 


tives of “ The Establishment,” 
says Roeder, agents will experi­ 
ence prejudice if they adopt 
high pressure tactics. He says 
today's students don’t like sales 
gimmicks or fancy approaches. 
They prefer straight profession­ 
alism in an agent.

Story Of Disloyalty 
'Irrelevant' Today? 


Those of us who hav e been 
around a long time recall Ed - 
w ard E v erett H ale’s story , 
“The Man Without a Country .” 
It was written d uring the Civ il 
War, to p romote loy alty to the 
United States. But it became a 
schoolroom classic, used in the 
p ublic schools for at least 
three-quarters of a century and 
becoming p art of what histori­ 
an Henry Steele Commager has 
called Americans’ no-longer-ex ­ 
istent “ common bod y of allu­ 
sion." 
Hale p ulled out 
the stop s 
skillfully in his story of Philip 
Nolan, an imaginary artillery 
lieutenant who became a fol­ 
lower of Aaron Burr in “ Great 
Consp iracy ” and was court- 
martialed as a result. On trial 
in New Orleans, y oung Nolan 
burst out: 
“ Damn the United States! I 
wish I may nev er hear of the 
United States again!” 
AND THAT BECAME his 
sentence: to serv e out his life 
aboard U.S. Nav y ship s, nev er 
setting foot on his nativ e soil, 
and to be allowed to hear no 
mention of the United States — 
a “ man without a country ." 
The rest of H ale's story 
traces the growth of Nolan's 
remorse as he serv ed his un­ 
usual sentence for the remain­ 
ing 57 y ears of his life, and of 
his unfulfilled longing to return 
to the country he had re ­ 
nounced . 
It closes with the 
find ing in his Bible of a slip 
asking that someone “ set up a 
stone for my memory " with the 
legend : “ He lov ed his country 
as no other man has lov ed her: 
but no man d eserv ed less at 
her hand s.” 
“ THE MAN WITHOUT a 
Country ” is no longer read in 
the p ublic schools. It has been 
squeezed out to make room for 
m ore “ re le v a nt” lite ra ture , 


such 
as 
“ S id d a rth a ” 
and 
“ Catcher in the Ry e.” 
But this week, the U.S. Su­ 
p reme Court refused to ov er­ 
turn a lower court d ecision that 
Thomas G. Jolley , 27, of Talla­ 
hassee, Fla., is a “ man without 
a country .” 
Jolley , like many other y oung 
men op p osed to the Vietnam 
War, renounced his U.S. citi­ 
zenship and fled to Canad a to 
escap e being d rafted after Se­ 
lectiv e Serv ice refused to clas­ 
sify him as a conscientious 
objector. 
When he re-entered the U.S., 
he was arrested for illegal en­ 
try and ord ered d ep orted . He 
fought the ord er, but the fed er­ 
al court held his renunciation 
of citizenship was bind ing and 
he is illegally in the United 
States. 
BY REFUSING to ov erturn 
this ruling, the Sup reme Court 
mad e “ men without a country " 
of all others who are in similar 
situation. 
Young Jolley , when informed 
of the high court's action, said , 
“ I guess it's up to the immigra­ 
tion authorities to p lace me 
somewhere, p resumably Cana­ 
d a since that’s the last country 
I was in." 
Canad a, howev er, might not 
want him. It is d oubtful that he 
would be p ut aboard ship und er 
sentence nev er to hear of the 
U.S. again. But his p osition is 
not unlike that of the fictional 
Philip Nolan. 
Hale wrote “The Man With­ 
out a Country ” because, d uring 
the Civ il War, many y oung 
men found their loy alties con­ 
fused by the internecine strug­ 
gle and could not see why they 
should be true to a nation that 
had p lunged them into such a 
war. 
May be it is not so “ irrele­ 
v ant” tod ay after all.

Grad uates from our m ed ical schools. In 
9 7 0. 6 11 p hy sicians p assed aw ay ; only 
!46 MDs were grad uated from the eight 
;chools within the state. 
In recent y ears California counted on 
‘im p orting” 
p hy sicians 
from 
other 
d ates. Ap p rox im ately 6 5 p er cent of our 
innual sup p ly of new d octors cam e from 
)ther nations and states. Now that is 
iim inishing as other areas offer greater 
p p ortunities and better facilities. 
The shortage is not only one of p hy si­ 
cians. It is a shortage of the health care 
serv ices p hy sicians p erform — serv ices 
Ahich p hy sicians acknowled ge could be 
p erform ed by well-trained and sup er­ 
v ised assistants. 
WELL, THE ASSISTANTS are there, 
read y and waiting. 
Each y ear some 
30,000 med ical corp sm en are released 
From the m ilitary . Many hav e had y ears 
?f ex p erience and training and a large 
num ber of them liv e in California. They 
could help ease the shortage of health

to assist. 
Thus, a large reserv oir of m ed ical 
m anp ower is being w asted at a time 
when it is sorely need ed . 
In 19 70, through the efforts of Assem ­ 
bly men Gord on Duffy , Bill Camp bell, 
Ken Stacey and others. California enact­ 
ed the Phy sicians A ssistants Law (AB 
2109 ). It established a p rogram of certifi­ 
cation for p hy sicians’ assistants und er 
guid ance and sup erv ision of the state 
Board of Med ical Ex am iners. 
The intent of the act was to establish a 
new field of training for the healing arts 
and to m ake it p ossible for the thousand s 
of released m ed ical corp sm en to p ut 
their skills to work und er the sup erv ision 
of certified p hy sicians and surgeons. The 
California Med ical and California Hosp i­ 
tal Associations sup p orted the m easure. 
AB 2 109 BECAME law in Nov ember. 
19 70 and the p rogram was to hav e been 
in op eration by July . 19 71. An ad v isory 
Com m ittee on M anp ower Innov ation was 
ap p ointed and help ed establish guid elines 
These were referred to the Board of 
Med ical Ex am iners for ap p rov al. 
The board has been d ragging its feet. A 
rev ised d raft of guid elines and criteria 
for “ health care assistants” (not p hy si­ 
cians' assistants) was finally ap p rov ed on 
Oct. 16 , and may be ad op ted on Nov . 20. 
If those guid elines are ad op ted as 
d rafted , it will v irtually elim inate most 
of the v eteran corp sm en from the so- 
called m ainstream of med icine. To p ar­ 
ticip ate in the p rogram m any of them 
would first hav e to go back to school. 
While their skills and training gathered 
rust, they would be required to w restle 
with such subjects as cultural anthrop olo­ 
gy and sociology . Some, with 15 -2 0 y ea rs 
)f ex p erience und er m ilitary d octors, 
would 
be required to return to high 
;chool for their d ip lom as. Once that was 
lone they could then begin courses in 
low to be a p hy sician’s assistant. 
FURTHERMORE, IF THE guid elines 
» re ap p rov ed as d rafted , stud ents who 
lav e been stud y ing to become p hy si­ 
cians’ assistants at such institutes as the 
JCLA-affiliated 
Charles

School 
would be out of luck. The guid elines 
would d isqualify most of their stud ies 
ust as they are about to grad uate. 
The em bry onic p hy sicians’ assistant 
school at Stanford U niv ersity would also 
w thrown out of kilter. 
At last rep ort, the Public Health De 
lartm ent had the nam es of 750 corp smen 
who wanted to d o som ething with their 
ikiils.

WASHINGTON — The one thing a 
d em ocratic nation cannot long surv iv e is 
a wid ely held conv iction that the gov ern­ 
ment cannot be trusted to tell the truth. 
The cred ibility of gov ernm ent has been 
seriously erod ed in recent y ears. 
Why ? How? When d id lack of cred ibili­ 
ty m anifest itself in one of its m ost acute 
form s? 
1 think back to the sud d en, m assiv e, 
fierce Tet Offensiv e which the North 
V ietnam ese Arm y and the Viet Cong 
launched against Saigon and a d ozen 
other South V ietnam ese cities in early 
19 6 8. It was a bold , d aring, go-for-broke 
attack. 
The m orning after the onslaught which 
broke through the d efenses of the A m eri­ 
can Em bassy , Gen. W illiam C. W est­ 
m oreland m et the incred ulous m em bers 
of the p ress and calm ly gav e them this 
ap p raisal of what had hap p ened ; “ The 
enem y ’s well-laid p lans went afoul.” 
IN DESCRIBING this incid ent in his 
book, “ Tet — the Story of the Battle and 
Its Historic A fterm ath,” just p ublished 
by Doubled av , Don O berd orfer, talented 
W ashington Post rep orter, w rites: 
“ The rep orters could hard ly believ e 
their ears. W estm oreland was stand ing in 
the ruins and say ing ev ery thing was 
gre a t.” 
S.L.A. M arshall, a lead ing w riter on 
m ilitary affa:rs, in his rev iew of “T et” 
for the Book World notes that O berd orfer 
“ sim p ly leav es the im p lication d angling, 
his read er thus getting the im p ression 
that 
W estm oreland 
w as a d oit of a 
general and the new sm en were the real­ 
ists.” 
But he d oesn’t leav e it d angling for 
long. His firsthand stud y of the facts 
rev erses this jud gm ent. 
HIS FINDINGS substantiate the con­ 
clusion that it was G eneral W estm ore­ 
land who was telling the truth realistical­ 
ly . It was the U.S. p ress in Saigon which 
failed to d iscern the truth and instead 
sp read a m ushroom ing m y th. 
H istory is beginning to correct one of 
the crucial falsities in the rep orting of 
the V ietnam ese war. 
In ord er to m easure the m agnitud e of 
this rev erse-of-the-truth rep orting of the

Tet offensiv e and the consequences in the 
United States, let me cite M arshall s 


careful word s:

“ Out of d esp eration, d ue to d wind ling 
re so urc e s, the C om m unists sw itched 
strategy and m ad e their m assiv e try . 
They were beaten in d etail and theii 
shock losses w ere comp ound ed by the 
refusal of the South Vietnam ese to iully 


to their sid e. 
“ What cam e of it? The corresp ond ents 
alm ost unanim ously held with the them e 
of a terrible Am erican d efeat. Retired 
M arine Gen. Dav id Shoup told a com m it­ 
tee of Congress that any one who regard ­ 
ed T et as a m ilitary v ictory w as a fit 
cand id ate for a lunatic asy lum . 
“ More than six months later, the New 
York Times acknowled ged that (he v iew 
of Tet as a m ilitary d isaster had been all 
wrong. By then it was too late. The fev er 
of p anic, shaking the highest lev els, had 
m ad e of Tet an irrev ersible p sy chological 


d efeat.” 
THE UNREALISTIC Am erican corre­ 
sp ond ents in Saigon — or most of them — 
canceled out the realistic jud gm ents of 
G eneral W estm oreland , and instead re­ 
p orted their own op p osite conclusions. 
Thus the A m erican p eop le w ere p ersuad ­ 
ed that the U.S. m ilitary lead ers on the 
sp ot were not cred ible. 
. 
They should hav e been. O berd orfer 
p uts it this way in his book: 
“ The irony of the Tet offensiv e is that 
the North V ietnam ese and the Viet Cong 
suffered a battlefield setback in the w ar 
zone, but still won the p olitical v ictor}' in 
the United States. ” 
Why d id the A m erican p eop le come to 
believ e the op p osite of what really hap ­ 
p ened d uring this p iv otal battle of the 
V ietnam ese w ar? Oberd orfer cites the 
inherent d istortion of telev ision rep orting 
and 
refers to (he “ tower of mod ern 
electronics, which transm its ex p eriences 
and em otions instantaneously and trans­ 
m its p ersp ectiv e p oorly .” 
One 
thing is clear: 
The A m erican 
gov ernm ent w as telling the truth. The 
m ilitary were telling the truth. But the 
A m erican p eop le were not getting the 
truth because TV and the p ress were not 
rep orting the true p icture.

H igher Ed ucation, started by d eliv ering 
a 
m eaty talk about m atters of high 
p riority to all gov ernors, not just those in 
the South. But nobod y ’s attention sp an is 
unlim ited . Soon one gov ernor here and 
another there stray ed aw ay from the 
d iscussion. Yet W allace sat through it all, 
slum p ed d own in his chair, sm oking long 
cigars in a consp icuous hold er, d oing his 
constitutional d uty . Then when the chair­ 
m an announced a coffee break, a high 
p ercentage of the assem bled p ress con­ 
v erged on W allace in a d esp erate effort 
to squeeze som e kind of colorful footage, 
som e kind of afternoon lead out of the 
d ay ’s sched ule. 
W allace wav ed them away m od estly at 
first, noting that he intend ed to talk at 
the Press Club the nex t d ay , but they 
would not go. So he shrugged , and they 
rushed hap p ily into the nex t room to set 
up their lights and microp hones and hold 
an instant p ress conference. 
He stood before them looking, for the 
first tim e in my ex p erience, m id d le-aged . 
He also was a little shaggy , a little 
ov erd ue at the b arb er’s. He p lay ed the 
sam e gam e he and they had p lay ed 
together for so m any y ears, the cat-and - 
m ouse ex ercise about will y ou run and if 
so in what states, and he enjoy ed it as 
alway s. He shifted back and forth from 
“ the p arty ,” m eaning the D em ocrats to 
“ our p arty ,” m eaning the W allace-orient­ 
ed Am erican Ind ep end ent P arty , as if he 
owned a substantial share in each — 
crossing p arty lines in conv ersation al­ 
most as conv eniently as in cam p aigning. 
WALLACE CLENCHED his left fist 
and grop ed at the air for the cam eras, 
and each tim e he d id he showed them his 
Masonic ring and his wed d ing ring to­ 
gether on the third finger. He zap p ed the 
Los Angeles Tim es rep orter for d aring to 
ask about the ind ictm ent of one of his 
aid es in M ontgomery . He talked about 
“ send ing a few shock wav es and rattling 
som e ey eteeth” in “ the p arty ” by win­ 
ning some p rim aries, and refrained from 
say ing any thing nice about W ilbur Mills 
as a cand id ate on the ground s that d oing 
so m ight d o the gentlem an some harm

Somebod y used the word “ m od erate” 
in a question, and that set W allace *»ff on 
a m ini-tirad e about the “ so-called m od er­ 
a te s” who hav e become gov ernors in the 
south lately .

MAMO'S A SURPRISE 
This Baby Porpoise 
Isn't Suppose To Be 


By RUTH YOUNGBLOOD 
HONOLULU (UPI) —A baby were notified 
porpoise named Mamo is the 
animal scientists said couldn’t 
happen. 
The baby, frolicking around 
in his tank, is a cross between 
two porpoises that are not of 
the same species, genus or even 
the same family. 
Dr. Kenneth Norris, director 
of research for the Makapuu 
Oceanic Institute and a leading 
authority on porpoises, said the 
baby porpoise is as surprising 
as “ cross-breeding a deer and a 
sheep and getting a living off­ 
spring.” 
“ The mother and father por­ 
poises are the most remote set 
of parents known to produce 
living young,” Norris said. 
“ Just like sheep and deer, they 
are two separate families which 
are right next to each other.” 
“ As far as I know,” Norris 
said, “ no breeding of animals 
in different families in the ani­ 
mal kingdom has ever resulted 
in viable young before.” 
Norris said Mamo’s genealo­ 
gy ranks as a “ near miracle.” 
The father, an Atlantic bottle- 
nose, is genus “ tursiops,” spec­ 
ies “ truncatus,” and family 
“ delphinidae.” The mother, a 
rough-toothed porpoise, is ge­ 
nus “ steno,” species “ breda- 
nensis,” and family “ stenidae.” 


Since scientists at the Insti­ 
tute for the Advancement of 
Research and Education and 
Marine Sciences didn’t try to 
mate the parents and didn’t 
even know the mother was 
pregnant, the birth was a dou­ 
ble surprise. In spite of the 
mother’s weight gain and irreg­ 
ular appetite, trainers discount­ 
ed the possibility of pregnancy 
since she had not mated with 
any porpoises of her own spec­ 
ies. The only male mammal she 
had mated with was the Atlan­ 
tic bottlenose. 
Then, on Oct. 4, a worker 
preparing to feed the animals 
in the mother’s tank noticed an 
extra small porpoise. Officials 


Convicts Claim 
Bias Treatment 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
—Sixteen convicts at Folsom 
Prison filed a Superior Court 
suit Wednesday charging they 
were placed in segregation 
units because of their race and 
beliefs. 
The suit said the prisoners — 
15 blacks and one Chicano -— 
were removed from the prison’s 
general population on charges 
ranging from “ conspiring to 
take over the institution 
to 
being a Black Panther and as­ 
sociating with known radicals. 
The prisoners’ attorneys said 
the 16 have not had the usual 
prison disciplinary hearing and 
are kept in their cells 23 to 24 
hours a day without regular 
orison privileges or programs. 


and discovered 
the baby had portions of the 
umbilical cord still attached, 
indicating very recent birth. 
“ I was astounded and delight­ 
ed,” Norris said. “ There is no 
doubt in my mind that Mamo is 
the result of porpoises who are 
of different species, different 
genus and different families. 
The baby is a perfect interme­ 
diate.” 
Mamo, who spends his days 
playing, feeding and growing in 
the large tank with his mother, 
shows all signs of being a 
healthy male porpoise. His an­ 
tics delight scientists and visi­ 
tors at Sea Life Park, the com­ 
mercial arm of the Oceanic 
Institute. 
“ He has his father’s snout 
and his mother’s rounded stom­ 
ach and dorsal fin,” Norris 
said. 
“ Since 
crosses 
can 
produce qualities in the off­ 
spring that are not in the par­ 
ents, Mamo may be full of 
surprises.” 
The rough-toothed porpoise 
generally works hard, is very 
intelligent, inventive and is tops 
for training purposes, Norris 
said. The Atlantic bottlenose is 
also intelligent and easy to get 
along with, so scientists at the 
institute are hoping Mamo will 
turn out to be “ a highly intelli­ 
gent animal with a good dispos­ 
ition.” 
Norris is anxious to prove to 
other scientists that Mamo’s 
rare geneology is genuine and 
said blood tests will be taken 
when he’s older. 
“ What happened here has 
never been observed to happen 
before in history,” Norris said, 
“ and is not supposed to be 
possible.” 
He said it will be particularly 
interesting to see what kind of 
offspring stem from Mamo, if 
he is able to reproduce, “ since 
the genetic mechanism may be 
so tangled up as to render him 
sterile.” 
“ This whole incident has 
raised questions about what is 
possible and what isn t in genet­ 
ics,” Norris said. 
Another problem bothering 
scientists at the Institute is 
what kind of scientific designa­ 
tion to give Mamo, an animal 
that supposedly couldn’t be 
born.

The board took the position 
that the two could meet private­ 
ly and without public notice 
with teachers under provisions 
of the Winton Act and were 
supported by Asst. County 
Counsel Richard V. Godino.

The letter, dated Oct. 18, 
claims Supt. W. Kenneth Lowry 
had talked of resigning because 
“ some members of the board 
evidence lack of faith in his 
recommendations.” 
It further states, “ We feel 
that there may be greater po­ 
tential for growth in our district 
when the stresses that seem to 
exist between some members of 
the board and the superintend­ 
ent are resolved, so that educa­ 
tion in the district can move 
forward.” It is signed by the 
Certificated Employees of the 
San Anselmo School District. 
Lowry is praised for pushing 
through new programs which in 
the past were adopted, “ then 
forgotten, perhaps because of 
lack of consistent interest on 
the part of the board.” The 
letter does not specify the pro­ 
grams. 
Mrs. Olive said the letter 
may have sprouted from con- 
fustion in the district about the 
relationship of Lowry to the 
board. Jacks said the teachers 
“ know there are unhappy peo­ 
ple around for one reason or 
another.”

PADMINI FIRST v isited th e 
Un ited States in 1 955, wh en sh e 
receiv ed a sch o larsh ip fro m th e 
Wo rld Assembly o f Yo u th to 
v isit U.S. h o memak ers’ clu bs 
an d o th er gro u p s lik e 4 H. 
Fro m th ere sh e wen t to Can a­ 
da, wh ere sh e was v ery mu ch 
imp ressed with wh at wo men 
h ad acco mp lish ed. 
“ Th e first Wo men ’s In stitu te 
was started at Sto n y Castle in 
On tario in 1 8 97 ,” sh e said, “ an d 
n o w th ere is a Federatio n o f 
Wo men ’s In stitu tes in Can ada 
wh ich is asso ciated with th e 
in te rn a tio n a l o rga n iz a tio n 
called Co u n try Wo men o f th e 
Wo rld with h eadq u arters in 
Lo n do n .

Nov ato commuters would pay

Sheriff Wants Ex-Missile 
Site For A Prison Farm

The former Nike missile site 
in San ta Ven etia is bein g con ­ 
sidered for an hon or farm ad­ 
jun ct to the Marin Coun ty Jail. 
If obtain ed, the site would be 
used for “ a combin ation hon or 
farm -w ork furloug h c e n te r,” 
accordin g to Michael A. Chry s- 
tal, sen ior admin istrativ e an a­ 
ly st in the coun ty adm in istra­ 
to r ’s 
offic e . 
Its 
p rim a ry 
purpose would be to elimin ate 
“ farmin g out” prison ers to So­ 
n om a Coun ty as result of 
crowdin g of the 109-bed jail 
atop the Hall of Justice. 
Sheriff Louis P. Moun tan os 
said he thin ks the site would be 
“ just about ideal.” He said the 
tig ht coun ty jail security is n ot 
n eeded for prison ers on the 
work furloug h prog ram who re­ 
port at the jail each ev en in g 
after work, n or for those sen ­ 
ten ced to serv e weeken ds in 
jail. 
The facility would be operat­ 
ed by the probation depart­ 
men t, Moun tan os said. Jam es 
B Soetart, chief deputy proba­ 
tion officer, is participatin g in 
the site study an d ex pressed 
g en eral ag reem en t with the 
sheriff. 
Chry stal said the property 
was q uit-claimed back to the 
Mary Silv eira family when the 
Army closed the Nike in stalla­ 
tion . Barracks an d kitchen are 
mostly in tact. 
He said study is bein g made 
of the cost of con v ertin g the 
form er m ilitary in stallation at 
the en d of Smith Ran ch Road 
in to an hon or farm. Whether its 
acq uisition by the coun ty is 
recom m en ded will be based 


larg ely on how those costs com­ 
pare with the amoun ts paid 
an n ually to Son oma Coun ty for 
housin g Marin ’s jail population 
surplus, he said. 
Chry stal said he hoped to 
hav e a report for the coun ty 
board , of superv isors “ late in 
December.” 
Need for an hon or farm was 
emphasized recen tly when Ma­ 
rin “ farmed out” 60 prison ers 
to Son oma Coun ty . The n umber 
sin ce has been reduced about 
half. 
Moun tan os has been urg in g 
an hon or farm sin ce before the 
jail was mov ed to the Hall of 
Justice. He said, howev er, that 
Lt. Newall B. Sn y der, who is in 
charg e of the jail, “didn ’t mean 
it” when he told a reporter 
recen tly that the Hall of Justice 
jail had n ev er been in ten ded 
“to house sen ten ced prison ers.” 
“ What he mean t was prison ­ 
ers sen ten ced to serv e week­ 
en ds or on work furloug h,” 
Moun tan os said. “We hav e pris­ 
on ers in the jail un der sen ten ce 
for all the way from on e day to 
on e y ear, an d we will con tin ue 
to hav e them there reg ardless 
of whether we g et an hon or 
farm .” 
M oun tan os said the hon or 
farm proposal has been delay ed 
because it was felt the n ew jail 
would hav e so much capacity it 
could han dle all prison ers — 
which prov ed n ot to be true 
soon after it open ed. 


He cited a memoran dum to 
him from Coun ty Admin istrator 
John F. Barrows (then assistan t 
coun ty admin istrator) on Feb. 
16, 1970, say in g ; 
“ Your submittal (for in clu­ 


sion in the 1970-71 capital im­ 
prov emen ts prog ram) in cluded 
a jail hon or camp v ery simlar 
to a proposal submitted by y our 
departm en t in the 1969 pro­ 
g ram. Sin ce the admin istrator 
recommen ded ag ain st this m at­ 
ter durin g the life of the six - 
y ear prog ram an d sin ce the 
board of superv isors took n o 
issue with the adm in istrator’s 
recommen dation , we believ e it 
would be of n o v alue to reopen 
the issue in the 1970 capital 
prog ram Therefore, there will 
be n o referen ce to the jail hon or 
cam p in the 197 0 subm ittal 
from the adm in istrator.”

Report Says 


Slaying Was 


'Excusable' 


SAN FRANCISCO iU P Il- 
The District Attorney’s office 
today studied an 800-page Po­ 
lice Department report that 
termed the controversial slay­ 
ing of a black man by a police 
officer “excusable homicide.” 
Black leaders immediately 
criticized the police evaluation 
of the killing of Clarence John­ 
son, 32, by Patrolman Richard 
Lewis. 28, during a burglary 
investigation Oct. 5 in the Hunt­ 
ers Point area. 
District Attorney John J. Fer- 
don must eventually decide if 
the report is accurate. He could 
order more investigations or 
take the matter to the Grand 
Jury. 
Chief of Inspectors Charles 
Barca said the report, handed 
to Ferdon Thursday, included 
statements from 81 witnesses. 
Officers said Lewis stopped a 
car believed to have been in­ 
volved in a burglary. The origi­ 
nal police version was that 
Lewis ordered Johnson to put 
his hands on the car roof and 
spread his legs. 
Lewis said Johnson suddenly 
turned and when he tried to 
block the suspect’s elbow the 
officer's gun went off. 
Barca declined to go beyond 
the statement that the shooting 
had been determined to come 
within the Penal Code classifi­ 
cation of “ excusable homi­ 
cide.” 
Alex Pitcher, chairman of a 
black group that has been con­ 
ducting its own probe of the 
shooting, said he was “ shocked 
and disgusted.” 
He called for “ an impartial 
investigation by the State Attor­ 
ney General’s office.” 


Girl Says Abductor 
Wept Before Release 


CONCORD (UPI) — Debbie 
Devore, the pretty 15-year-old 
held captive for 44 hours by an 
armed kidnaper, said the gun­ 
man wept before releasing her 
and surrendering to police. 
The blonde high school sopho­ 
more was taken early Sunday 
from a bedroom in the Pleasant 
Hill home of her-friend, Susan 
Whitlow, 15, and held in a 
rented house in Concord. Police 
talked him into releasing the 
girl and surrendering early 
Tuesday. 
Marvin Joseph Hauber, 29, an 
ex-convict, has been charged 
with the kidnaping and 14 other 
counts, including attempted 
murder since he is charged 
with shooting and wounding her 
friend’s parents. He is being 
held under $250,000 bail and his 
arraignment has been contin­ 
ued until next Tuesday. 
The composed teen-ager de­ 
clined to discuss details of her 
ordeal Thursday, but said when 
he finally gave up, he was 
crying. 
“ But before he surrendered.” 
she said, “ he sent me into the 
bedroom to get some marijuana 
he had there and he flushed it 
down the toilet.” She said he

QUITO, Ecuador (U PI)-Ec- 
uador has confirmed the cap­ 
ture of five foreign tuna fishing 
boats, four of them American, 
and admitted that its warship 
fired shots across their bow to 
keep them from escaping. 
Two of the tunaboats, the 
Denise Marie and Atlantic Pat­ 
ton, were released after their 
capture when it was deter­ 
mined they carried fishing per­ 
mits, the Ecuadorean Navy 
said Thursday. 
The American tunaboats, 
whose home port was San Die­ 
go, had been identified in Wash­ 
ington earlier as the Venturess, 
Blue Meridian, Denise Marie, 
City of Panama and Trinidad. 
The Atlantic Patton, presumed 
to be the Canadian vessel, had 
not earlier been mentioned.

Curtis, Brumsey 
Await Suit Act

Shoemaker Shoots For Mark 
Of Most Stake Wins In Year

Does the NCAA’s 1.6 g rade rule 
violate the 14th Amendment? 


Isaac Curtis and Larry Brum­ 
sey of the University of Califor­ 
nia football team think it does 
and today they seek to find out 
for sure from a Federal Court 
judg e. 


The two were held in violation 
of the 1.6 rule by the NCAA and, 
w hen their school failed to make 
them inelig ible for play on the 
football team, the NCAA slapped 
California with a probation. 
The probation prohibits Cali­ 
fornia from post-season compe­ 
tition such as the Rose Bowl and 
also deprives the school of future 
television dates. 
The Curtis-Brumsey suit seeks 
to enjoin the NCAA from contin­ 
uing enforcement of the 1.6 rule 
ag ainst them and to challeng e 
the basis of the rule as a 
violation of the Due Process 
clause of the 14th Amendment. 
Neither Curtis nor Brumsey 
was named specifically by the 
NCAA when it put California on 
probation but they are the only 
athletes remaining of six orig i­ 
nally who were involved. 
California was put on proba­ 
tion because it did not rule Curtis 
and Brumsey inelig ible for not 
taking a scholastic aptitude test 
that would predict out a 1.6 


g rade at the specified time 
before they were admitted to the 
school. 
Curtis currently is m aintain­ 
ing a 3.2 g rade averag e and 
Brumsey has a 2.7 averag e. 
The NCAA maintained rig ht 
along that California could have 
escaped probation by making its 
“ inelig ible” players just that 
and then filing for their rein­ 
statem ent. 
Curtis and Brumsey maintain 
that the 1.6 rule as it applies now 
would leave them inelig ible for 
an undetermined period with no 
appeal process from which they 
could seek reinstatement. 
In their suit the two athletes 
contend the NCAA ruling is 
“ purely arbitrary and capri­ 
cious and desig ned especially to 
penalize” them. 
Judg e A. C. Wollenberg will 
hear the case in Federal Court 
and has the power to g rant an 
injunction. If he does the move 
could in effect strip the NCAA of 
its g overning power. 
Curtis, Brumsey and Califor­ 
nia coach and acting Athletic 
Director Ray Willsey will be in 
court. In fact, Willsey has been 
subpenaed by Judg e Wollen­ 
berg . 
Fred Rosenfeld and J. Stanley 
Sanders will represent Curtis 
and Brumsey. It was not known 
who will represent the NCAA.

Joe Ama lfita no's 
Re turn To Gia nts 


Jo hn Jo seph Amalfitano was a bo nu s ro o kie 
with the Giants in 1954, their last wo rld champi­ 
o nship seaso n when they beat the Clev eland 
Indians fo u r straight in the Wo rld Series. No w' 
Amalfitano is back with the Giants as their first 
base co ach. 
Wes Westru m, the man Amal- 
fitano su cceeds, has this to say 
abo u t the Giants’ new co ach: 
“ Jo ey is a class gu y , alway s 
has been. He was a whiz kid o u t 
o f San Pedro when he came u p 
in 1954. We had to pro tect him 
fro m the baseball draft ru les as 
they ex isted at that time. The 
o nly way to do it then was to 
make him a member o f the 
ro ster.” 
A COUPLE o f seasons later 
the Giants fo rgo t to pro tect 
A m alfitano fro m the m ino r 
leagu e draft after he had been 
sent do wn fo r ex perience. So 
Amalfitano was play ing fo r To ­ 
ro nto 
in 
the 
Internatio nal 
Leagu e in 1959 when the Giants 
sorely needed an infield u tility 
glo v e, especially after Jim Dav ­ 
enpo rt’s knee cru mpled in an 
Au gu st plate co llisio n with Ed 
Bailey in Cincinnati. 
“ If we had Jo e to fill in at 
third base after Dav enpo rt go t 
hu rt, we’d hav e wo n it,” said 
Bill Rigney , then manager o f 
the Giants, who v o wed he nev er 
again wo u ld be cau ght sho rt 
witho u t a backu p infield glo v e. 
FIRST THING Rigney did in 
1960 was to draft Amalfitano o ff 
the To ro nto ro ster. The fo llo w­ 
ing y ear when a 1961 play ers 
po o l was sto cked by Natio nal 
Leagu e clu bs fo r the 1962 ex ­ 
pansio n o f the leagu e, Ho u sto n 
made Amalfitano their No . 1 
pick at $125,000. In 1963 the 
Giants reacqu ired him fro m 
Ho u sto n in a trade fo r Manny 
Mo ta. Bv this time Amalfitano 


was slo wing u p a bit and he 
finished the 1963 seaso n at Ta­ 
co ma, then the Pacific Co ast 
leagu e farm clu b o f the Giants. 
Amalfitano intended to jo in 
his bro ther in bu siness in San 
Pedro in 1964 if a majo r leagu e 
berth didn’t o pen fo r him. Chu b 
Feeney , then v ice president o f 
the Giants, made it po ssible fo r 
Amalfitano to find that berth. 
Feeney bro u ght Amalfitano to 
the G iants’ spring training 
camp in 1964. strictly fo r sho w 
case pu rpo ses. 
THE CUBS liked the way 
Amalfitano still hu stled. They 
signed him and he play ed 167 
games fo r them o v er the 
1964-65 
seaso ns. When Leo Du ro cher 
became m anager o f the Cu bs at 
the start o f the ’66 seaso n, it 
was a fo rego ne co nclu sio n that 
Amalfitano wo u ld be o ne o f The 
Lip’s co aches. 
Du ro cher was manager o f the 
1954 Giants and he liked Amal­ 
fitano right fro m the first day 
the y o u ng man fro m San Pedro 
repo rted to the Giants. 
“ Lo u ie,” said Willie May s, 
“ was Leo ’s bench ho bo , his 
go o d lu ck m an.”

A Good -Humored Castro 
Making Round s In Chile 


SANTIAGO (UPD — Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro flew to­ 
day to northern Chile for talks 
with Chilean copper and salt 
mine workers whose support of 
President Salvadore Allende 
helped bring his Marxist gov­ 
ernment to power. 
Castro flew aboard a Cuban 
airlines plane to Antofagasta 
today and planned to continue 
on later to Iquique in the ex­ 
treme north of the country. 
In a statement Thursday Cas­ 
tro said Cuba would not rejoin 
the Organization of American 
States (OAS) 
because 
“ it 
doesn’t interest” his govern­ 
ment. 
The Cuban premier, here on a 
wide ranging tour of Chile, said 
his country would not consider 
such a move—“ neither by invi­ 
tation nor by unanimous agree­ 
ment 
of 
all 
the 
OAS 
members”—in spite of diplo­ 
matic overtures in that direc­ 
tion around the continent. 
All OAS nations except Mexi­ 
co broke off relations with Cas­ 
tro’s regime in 1964, two years 


after it was suspended because 
of “ incompatibility” between 
communism and the inter- 
American system. 
Chile reestablished diplomat­ 
ic relations with Cuba last No­ 
vember after the election of 
President Salvador Allende. 
Peru also has been quietly ex­ 
ploring Cuba’s possible return 
to the hemispheric body. 
The bearded revolutionary 
was in good humor Thursday as 
he wound up protocol chores 
that include two wreath-laying 
ceremonies, hosting a party for 
diplomats at the Cuban ambas­ 
sador’s residence and attending 
a reception in his honor at the 
presidential palace.

Rep. William Scherle, R- 
Iowa, a critic of Hardin’s poli­ 
cies, said when told of Butz’ 
appointment, “ Oh, hell, not an­ 
other professor.” 
“ I was hoping we’d have a 
man of the soil, but I don’t 
know about the man and am 
going to reserve judgment,” 
Scherle said. 
The chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, Rep. 
W.R. Poage, D-Tex., remem­ 
bered working with Butz when 
Butz served under Benson in 
the 1950s. 
“ Obviously, we had many dif­ 
ferences, but I respect him as 
an honorable and sincere man 
working for what he thinks to 
be best for agriculture,” Poage 
said. 
Butz, introduced by Nixon at 
a news conference, promised to 
seek help for hard-pressed 
farmers. Nixon predicted Butz 
would be a “ vigorous advocate 
of the interests of farmers, just 
as Secretary Hardin was.” 
After serving in Benson’s de­ 
partment. Butz returned to Pur­ 
due where he was dean of 
agriculture for 10 years. He has 
been Purdue’s dean of continu­ 
ing education since 1968. 
Butz was known during his 
previous stint in federal service 
as an advocate of reduced gov­ 
ernment involvement in agri­ 
culture. An official who served 
with him during the Eisenhow- 
er years said Butz “ never has 
been a strong proponent of big 
commodity programs.” 
Butz told reporters he felt 
“ the price of corn is too low.” 
“ I am delighted we will have 
the full support of the President 
and the White House staff in 
working on this problem,” Butz 
said. 
There have been demands for 
stronger action from the admin­ 
istration because of low grain 
prices this year. 
Nixon also announced Thurs­ 
day he had given up his plan to 
abolish the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment as part of his government 
reorganization plan. He said he 
would submit a new plan which 
would provide for a scaled 
down version of the department 
concerning itself only with farm 
affairs. 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPD— 
An assistant city manager says 
the city council’s unprecedent­ 
ed resolution offering “ sanctu­ 
ary” to war resisters is “ aca­ 
demic” because it provided no 
funds to house anyone seeking 
asylum. 


Charles McCormack said any 
deserters from the Navy car­ 
rier Coral Sea, which leaves 
today for Vietnam, cannot “ roll 
out sleeping bags” in city of­ 
fices in spite of the council 
resolution. 


The 63,(106-ton carrier with a 
crew of 4,300 has been picketed 
by a small number of sailors 
the past few weeks. They said 
they represented a much larger 
proportion of the crew which 
opposes the war. 


The council, by a vote of 6 to 
1 Wednesday, adopted the asy­ 
lum resolution offering city fa­ 
cilities and help for 10 Bay 
Area churches which earlier in 
the week opened their doors to 
war resisters. 


“ We want to dramatize our 
opposition to this war and our 
belief that the war has a direct 
adverse effect on all the cities 
of the country,” said Council­ 
man Edward E. Kallgren. 


But McCormack said city fa­ 
cilities would not be available 
for now because the resolution 
carried no clause providing for 
the expenditure of space or 
money for anyone seeking asy­ 
lum. 


The University Lutheran 
Chapel stockpiled sleeping bags 
and food for a possible influx of 
sailors from the Coral Sea. 


While not directly encourag­ 
ing desertion, the sponsors of 
the church sanctuary program 
invited “ anyone struggling with 
a decision of conscience” to 
move into the church. 


Gilbert Wilkerson, 21, just 
transferred from the Coral Sea, 
said “ It seems to me that to 
stay at this church would be a 
direct bust. The majority of 
people (who desert) will go un­ 
derground—they will not come 
to this church.” 


The council resolution also 
banned city employes, includ­ 
ing policemen, from helping in 
“ any investigation, public or 
clandestine” of deserters or 
joining in their arrest. 


But City Manager William 
Hanley said police are bound by 
their oath of office to uphold the 
laws and would be committing 


illegal acts if they refused to 
take part in arrests of AWOL 
sailors. 
However, McCormack said 
city police rarely join federal 
authorities in the apprehension 
of deserters. “ The federal gov­ 
ernment merely notifies the po­ 
lice department about arrests,” 
he said. 
In Sacramento, State Attor­ 
ney General Evelle J. Younger 
said the federal government 
has plenty of “ muscle” to re­ 
quire Berkeley police to serve 
federal court warrants if neces­ 
sary. 


Old Meters Back 
In Price Freeze 
OLYM PIA, Wash. (UPD— 
City officials have replaced a 
number of new nickel and dime 
parking meters with older mod 
els that take pennies — because 
of President Nixon’s wage-price 
freeze. 
City Supervisor Eldon Mar­ 
shall was advised by the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service that a 
complaint had been filed by an 
unnamed citizen, who noted the 
price of parking had jumped 
from 5 to 10 cents an hour on 
the new meters. 
The old meters, put back in 
place Wednesday, give motor­ 
ists the option of renting the 
space at the rate of 12 minutes 
for a penny.

Price Coup To 
Corner Grocer 


WASHINGTON (LTD -T h e 
corner grocer can do Something 
Sunday that General Motors, 
General Foods and other corpo­ 
rate giants cannot —raise his 
prices. 


And within that anomaly lies a 
central fact in the administra­ 
tion’s post-freeze economic plan­ 
ning: The big companies not 
only have more economic im­ 
pact. they may be the only ones 
on which any practical control 
can be exerted 


The corner store vs. giant 
corporation 
situation 
arises 
from the latest decisions putting 
together the machinery w'hich 
will attempt to control the econo­ 
m y when the wage-price-rent 
freeze ends at midnight Satur­ 
day. 
The Price Commission Thurs­ 
day announced that firms doing 
more than $100 million in sales 
every year will have to notify the 
government 30 days in advance 
if they want to raise prices, and 
then put them into effect only if 
the price panel does not object. 
Firms with less than $100 
million in annual sales —all the 
way from sizeable manufactur­ 
ers to local merchants —can 
hike their prices as of Sunday, 
provided they post a list of prices 
that prevailed during the freeze. 
Those with sales between $50 
million and $100 million, as 
previously announced, w ill have 
to submit price change reports 
every 
three months but the 
others will be subject only to 
random spot checks. 
The only price increase guide­ 
line the government laid down 
Thursday was a general one: It 
wants to hold average price 
increases across the economy to 
a rate of no more than 2.5 per 
cent per year. How this will show 
up in the price of shoe polish or 
furniture remains to be seen, 
since the whole economy is 
lumped together in the standard. 


And it said that cost increases 
—not hopes for increased profits 
—must be the motive for price- 
hikes. The profit limit beyond 
which sellers will not be allowed 
to, go will be based on the two 
best profit years during the 
three year period immediately 
proceeding the start of the freeze 
Aug. 15, 
But more significant perhaps 
than the price standard or the 
cost-proof justifications for price 
rises is the fact that the biggest 
firms are the prime target of the 
new controls. The $100 million 
plus sales companies include the 
1,300 biggest firms which togeth­ 
er have about 45 per cent of the 
American sales market. 
Because their price increase 
requests must be submitted 30 
days in advance it appeared 
likely that they would undergo 
more scrutiny than sm aller busi­ 
nesses. The 2.5 per cent standard 
w ill be applied with more exact­ 
ness in the sense that it will 
have a larger immediate impact 
than if it were applied individu­ 
ally to scores of sm aller busi­ 
nesses. 
By singling out the biggest 
firms for the closest monitoring, 
the government was both recog­ 
nizing the multiplier effect that 
changes in these industries have 
down through the economy and 
realizing that close control of a 
few big firms was more practi­ 
cal than attempting a company- 
by-company examination all up 
and down the line. 
This is true also on the wage 
end where only firms with the 
largest blocks of employes — 
5.000 or more —will have to get 
advance government approval 
for wage increases. 
Another significant develop­ 
ment out of Thursday’s decisions 
was that rents on houses and 
apartments —except for new 
units —will remain frozen until a 
new rent board can determine 
guidelines for rent hikes.

Chino Kuan-hua. leader of the 
Communist Chinese delegation, 
paid the half-hour protocol visit 
to Adam Malik of Indonesia, 
president of the U.N. General 
Assembly. The full delegation 
takes over the U.N. China seat 
in its diplomatic debut Monday. 
The 
United 
Nations 
an­ 
nounced that the State Depart­ 
ment had decided —although 
Washington and Peking do not 
have diplomatic relations — “to 
extend travel restrictions to 
members of the mission of the 
People's Republic of China 
comparable to those applied to 
the Soviet mission." 


it said a diplomatic note cov­ 
ering the restrictions had been 
delivered to the Chinese m is­ 
sion. The regulations require 
48-hour notification of travel 
outside a 25-mile radius of New 
York City and, as is the case 
with the Soviet Union and som e 
other countries, various areas 
in the country are closed to 
travel. 
The note said 
regulations 
apply to the delegates and to 
“others who may apply to enter 
this country in connection with 
United Nations affairs.” 
Chiao made a half-hour proto­ 
col call on Malik in the latter's 
38th floor suite in the gleaming 
secretariat building overlooking 
the E ast R iver in m idtown 
Manhattan. 
He was accompanied to the 
meeting by Huang Hua. China's 
perm anent represen tative to 
the U .N .. and H siung Hsi- 
anghui. a representative in the 
delegation. Huang Hua stayed 
behind in the U.N. complex to 
talk to Constantin Stavrouplis, 
secretary-general for U.N. af­ 
fairs. 


Chiao returned to the delega­ 


tion's quarters in the Roosevelt 
Hotel with Wang Hai jung, who 
is believed to be the niece of 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung and 
who was one of six delegates 
accom panying him . She re­ 
turned the waves of reporters 
and photographers. 


They drove through heavy 
traffic. Their limousine took 
them through H am m arskjöld 
Plaza, a few blocks from the 
U.N. main entrance, where 
about 75 Japanese Christians 
who regard Jerusalem as their 
spiritual home were singing He­ 
brew spirituals in a demonstra­ 
tion urging U.N. aid to Middle 
East security. 


Both Chiao and Miss Wang 
were relaxed and smiling as 
photographers snapped them in 
the lobby.

Jumper Still Critical 
— Is 6th To Survive

SAN FRANCISCO - A 36- 
year-old Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice worker was in critical con­ 
dition today after surviving a 
246-foot leap from the Golden 
Gate Bridge. (See photo, page 
eight.) 
Henry Harrington of Pacifica, 
whose wife said he was de­ 
pressed over his job, became 
the sixth person know-n to have 
survived a jump from the span. 
Harrington was pulled from a 
90-foot-deep moat around the 
south tower of the bridge yes­ 
terday. He was still conscious 
after the leap, and managed to 
stay afloat by holding onto de­ 
bris in the water until help 
arrived. 
“He gave me his age, his 
home address and telephone 
number." said 
Officer Steve 
Ellis of the California Highway 
Patrol. “Not only that, he told 
me where his car was parked 
and its license number. He said 
hi1 had left a note for his wife." 
Harrington was taken aboard 
a Coast Guard cutter with the 
help of bridge workers, and 
later transferred to M ission 
Emergency Hospital, where he 
underwent four hours of sur­ 
gery to rem ove a ruptured 
spleen. Harrington, who also 
suffered chest and liver dam­ 
age, remains hospitalized. 
H arrington’s w ife. F reda, 
said her husband worked for 
IRS in San Francisco and was 
being transferred to Fresno. 
She said he had been de­ 
pressed over his work, which 
included the closing of busi­ 
nesses, but believed the trans­ 
fer would solve his problems.

WASHINGTON (UPII - Sen. 
A braham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
urged the National Association 
of Manufacturers (NAM) today 
to insist on low-to-moderate in­ 
come housing near suburban 
businesses and industries or 
face the possibility the govern­ 
ment will “step in and make 
these decisions for you.”

Citing statistics, Johnson said 
hypertension was 17 times more 
common among black females 
aged 25-44 than white females 
in the same age bracket while 
it was 15.5 times greater among 
black men in the same age 
category than white men.

Eastland, chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, leveled 
the charge at Joseph Rauh, 
spokesman for the Leadership 
Conference on Civil Rights, and 
Clarence Mitchell, representa­ 
tive of the NAACP. 
The two quoted rumors of 
possible connections between 
Rehnquist and the John Birch 
Society at Rehnquist’s confir­ 
m ation hearing e a rlie r this 
week. 
“ When presented with the 
personal affidavit of Rehnquist, 
categorically denying that he 
was ever a member of the John 
Birch Society, Rauh and Mitch­ 
ell insinuated that Rehnquist 
should not be believed and that 
his unequivocal denial could 
suggest that he had some con­ 
nection with the group,” East­ 
land said in a lengthy rebuttal 
of several statem ents the two 
made in opposing Rehnquist. 
“ It seems clear that the testi­ 
mony of Rauh and Mitchell 
concerning Rehnquist’s associa­ 
tion with the John Birch Society 
was purely hypothetical and not 
intended to enlighten the com­ 
mittee, but instead was an ex­ 
ercise of the crassest type of 
character assassination,” E ast­ 
land said. 
The senator also said Rauh 


and Mitchell made unsubstan­ 
tiated charges that Rehnquist 
im properly in terferred with 
voting in black precincts in, 
Phoenix, Ariz., and that he used» 
abusive language to NegrodS 
who were demonstrating for a 
civil rights bill then pending in 
the Arizona Legislature.

said 
Rauh and 
Mitchell misrepresented Rehrt- 
quist's position on government 
surveillance of citizens, quali­ 
fied martial law during antiwar 
dem onstrations, freedom of 
speech rights of federal em ­ 
ployes, and school desegrega­ 
tion. 
“ I believe that statements 
made by the witnesses were 
highly misleading and unfairly 
prejudicial to Rehnquist,” East­ 
land said. 
Meanwhile, Senate Republi­ 
can Leader Hugh Scott predict­ 
ed both Rehnquist and fellow 
nominee Lewis F. Powell Jr., 
Richmond, Va„ would be con-, 
firm ed before Congress ad­ 
journs.

Both trains suffered serious 
damage and Aguilar, 42, was 
seriously hurt.

Door Is Open: Sadat 


By U. P. INTERNATIONAL 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat has been in touch with 
President Nixon and has left 
the door open for further U.S. 
initiatives in the Middle East, 
political sources said today in 
Cairo. 


Sadat, in a speech Thursday 
night, threatened to halt all 
diplomatic contacts for a Mi- 
dcast settlement unless Israel 


pledged to withdraw completely 
from occupied Arab land. 
Diplomatic sources in Cairo 
said Sadat was still willing to 
talk peace, however. And in 
Jerusalem the Israeli press 
called the speech a part of 
Egypt’s plan for a major diplo­ 
matic offensive against Israel. 


U PI correspondent Maurice 
Guindi reported from Cairo that 
Sadat held two meetings in 


October with Donald Bmergus, 
the chief U.S. diplomatic repre­ 
sentative in Cairo, and received 
at least one communication 
from Nixon. 


The diplomatic sources did 
not disclose the content of the 
message hut said Sadat made it 
clear he remained willing to 
continue a Middle East dia­ 
logue with Washington.

Minister of State Murad Ghaleb 
would be available for contact 
with the Americans when he 
goes to New York late in No­ 
vember to lead his delegation to 
the United Nations.

Midday Bus Runs 


Golden Gate Bridge District 
directors today unanimously set 
Dec. 13 for start of intra-county 
bus service for midday Marin 
County riders. 
The service will replace that 
now provided by the private 
Marin Transit Systems Inc. un­ 
der a subsidized contract with 
the bridge district that expires 
Dec. 10. The bridge district will 
provide 20 buses to shuttle 
through Marin County from 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m., the slack hours 
between commute rushes. The 
district also will continue the 
present schedule to the Tiburón 
ferry. 
The bridge district board to­ 
day also unanimously voted to 
begin proceedings to acquire all 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 


right-of-way in Marin County. 
The railroad has received state 
and federal permission to aban­ 
don the line from San Rafael 
south on Nov. 24. Assembly bill 
919 sent to the governor’s desk 
today gives the bridge district 
the right to condemn the rail­ 
road property if necessary. 
The bridge directors also in­ 
structed district staff to pre­ 
pare applications for a federal 
grant of unspecified amount to 
buy the property. 
B rid ge d ir e c to r M ich ael 
Wornum explained that some 
rail line property will revert to 
proper owners when aban­ 
doned. This may require exten­ 
sive negotiation and would 
make acquisition cost uncer­

Angela Prosecutor 
Discusses Racism 


By MARY LEYDECKER 
The prosecutor in the Angela 
co, a slaying declared justifia- 
D avis case today contended 
there have been more incidents 
contributing to racial polariza­ 
tion in San Francisco than in 
Santa Clara. 


Prosecutor .Albert W. Harris 
Jr. made the claim during a 
hearing in which Miss Davis's 
attorneys are seeking to have 
her trial switched from Santa 
Clara, where it was ordered 
sent la st w eek. They have 
claimed she can get a fair trial 
only in San Francisco. 


Also during today’s court ses­ 
sion, 
a leader in the black 
community in San Jose. Aaron 
Harris, told Judge Richard E. 
Arnason that the killing of a 
young black man by a San Jose 
police officer in September has 
polarized the city. 


" The climate of the commu­ 
nity has changed considerably 
since this incident.” Aaron Har­ 
ris said. 


He claimed the death of John 
Henry Smith for which a white 
police officer has been indicted 
on a m anslaughter charge, 
would prevent Miss Davis from 
getting a fair trial in Santa 
Clara County. 
Prosecutor Harris then drew 
the court’s attention to the re­ 
cent slaying of a young black 
man by a white policeman at 
Hunter’s point in San Francis- 
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structure before the Phase I 
wage-price freeze. 
“ It’s no secret that we must 
have price increases to meet the

* The price commission decree 
Thursday placed a national ceil­ 
ing of 2.5 per cent a year on price 
increases but said individual 
increases could be higher or 
lower. 
The commission also has ruled 
that firms doing $100 million or 
more in annual sales will have to 
submit price increases to the 
commission for review. 
All the auto companies gross 
far in excess of that amount and 
would be covered by this provi­ 
sion. Until they submit formal 
requests for price increases, 
cars will remain frozen at 1971 
prices. 


Sewer-Testing 
Alert Issued 


The Richardson Bay Sanitary 
District is alerting homeowners 
in the Ricardo Road-Richard- 
son Drive-Reed Boulevard area 
that it will begin conducting 
smoke tests of sewer lines on 
Tuesday. 
The testing will be done in all 
areas of the district during the 
next several months and letters 
will be sent to each property 
owner as crews move into his 
area. 
The tests consist of forcing 
smoke into sewer lines to detect 
possible leaks. Breaks on dis­ 
trict mains will be repaired by 
the district and leaks on private 
laterals must be fixed by prop­ 
erty owners. 
Such leaks are said to be the 
prime cause of storm water 
infiltration of sew er lines, 
which causes the Richardson 
Bay plant and others in Marin 
to bypass untreated sewage di­ 
rectly into the bay during win­ 
ter months.

sky to one «¡dc of Mar« 


The planet itself looks like 
earth's moon as it might appear 
to the naked eye through an 
atmospheric haze. 


The immense dust storm that 
started on Mars in September 
masked all but a few hints of the 
features on the Martian surface 
that normally wrould be seen 
from that distance. 


“The fact that the features of 
Mars are obscured by the dust 
cloud is, of course, a disappoint­ 
ment if you want to view the 
early features, but it also has its 
scientific interest,” said Dr. Al­ 
bert R. Hibbs. staff scientist at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
Control Center here. 


“The dust cloud is itself a 
curiosity of Mars and it would be 
a very good idea if we can get 
close to it while it’s still there,” 
Hibbs said. 


It is summer in the planet’s 
southern hemisphere and the 
carbon dioxide snow making up 
the polar cap is evaporating. The 
effects of this seasonal change 
could be seen in the pictures. 
Scientists said the dust storm 
apparently is the result of strong 
winds swirling over desert-like 
regions on Mars. Dust particles 
are being blown up several miles 
high where they remain until 
settling back to the surface.

Funeral for Arthur E. (Dick) 
Lewis, a major developer of the 
Sausalito waterfront, will be 
Monday at Chapel of the Hills 
in San Anselmo. 
Burial will 
follow at W’oodlawn Memorial 
Dark in Colma. 
Lewis, a partner in Madden 
and Lewis Co. which built the 
Sausalito Yacht Harbor begin­ 
ning in 1940, died in a Vallejo 
hospital W’ednesday after a long 
illness. He was 90. 
Lewis moved to Vallejo in 
1966 when illness forced him to 
retire, ending a boat building 
and sailing career of more than 
70 years. 
At 14, he went to work as an 
apprentice boat builder in San 
Francisco. However, he didn’t 
call it work. “ It is an interest­ 
ing game. It becomes a hobby. 
Going to work is not ‘going to 
work' for m e,” he told the 
Independent-Journal in a 1960 
interview. 
Lewis left boatbuilding for a 
time at 20 and shipped out for 
the Far East. “A boat is a good 
deal like a human being. It has 
got to be built to take the sea,” 
he said. “ I figured that by 
going to sea I would get a 
pretty good 
insight 
into the 
boatbuilding gam e.” 
He spent a year aboard ship, 
then went to Guatemala to take 
charge of cargo operations for 
a steamship company. 
He returned to the Bay Area 
in 1906 and worked as an assist­ 
ant engineer at Stanford Uni- 
versitv in Palo Alto before set- 
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that this involvem ent should be 
stopped along with the involve­ 
m ent of American ground com ­ 
bat troops.

a fast breeder nuclear reactor. 
The nuclear research com ­ 
m itm ent would be part of a $10 
million industry-wide research 
program . 
In addition to the proposed 
budget for research and devel­ 
opm ent. the com pany said it 
expected to spend an estim ated 
$24.4 million in 1971 for esthetic 
im p ro v e m en ts, including im ­ 
provem ents on stations, over­ 
head power lines and research 
for undergrounding power lines.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) --Sen. 
Arlen Gregorio, D-San Mateo, 
says he is confident the Senate

The Senate defeated the 
measure yesterday on a 19-9 
vote with at least 10 members 
absent but quickly agreed to 
reconsider it. 
Gregorio, upper house floor 
m anager, predicted the out­ 
come would be reversed when 
the full Senate membership is 
present to vote on the bill by 
Assemblyman Paul Priolo, 
R-Pacific Palisades. 
In opening debate, Gregorio 
argued that since 18-year-olds 
can vote they should also be 
extended other adult privileges, 
such as signing contracts, serv­ 
ing on juries, becoming police­ 
men and marrying without par­ 
ental consent in the case of 
young men. 
Opposition to the bill was led 
by Sen. Clark L. Bradley, R-San 
Jose, who urged colleagues to 
“search your consciences in 
making 18-year-olds full-fledged 
adults.” He said they were too 
immature to perform the func­ 
tions now reserved for persons 
21 and over. 
Sen. H. L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia. also opposed the bill 
contending his teen-age children 
have indicated to him they are 
incapable of assuming full adult­ 
hood at 18. 
“I’m not willing to admit that 
all 18-year-olds are capable of 
meeting all responsibilities of 
adulthood,” he said. 
An Assembly-passed pro­ 
posed constitutional am end­ 
ment lowering the drinking age 
to 18 is also pending in the 
Senate. If approved, it would be 
submitted for voter ratification 
or rejection next year.

Closed Orr Hearing 


Ruled Out By Judge 


A move to have a court hear­ 
ing on a petition by fired Fair­ 
fax Police Chief James R. Orr 
closed to the public was reject­ 
ed today by Judge Samuel VV. 
G ardiner of Marin Superior 
Court. 
But the judge put off until 
Monday a decision on whether 
or not there will be a court 
bearing at all. 


O rr’s a tto rn e y , L eonard 
Shaw, has requested the hear­ 
ing to seek a permanent court 
order to prevent certain infor­ 
mation from being presented to 
the city’s board of review when 
it reviews Orr’s firing. 


Shaw contends 
that 
the 
charges against Orr which were 
the basis for his Sept. 30 firing 
were too vague and general for 
the chief to respond. 


On Oct. 21, 
the council 
presented Orr with an “amend­ 
ed and supplem ental state­ 
ment” which, Shaw said, added 
new charges. 


He is requesting Judge Gardi­ 
ner to prohibit the board of 
review from considering the 
new charges on the grounds 
they were not before the council 


when it originally acted to fire 
Orr. 


Shaw and Fairfax City Atty. 
Wallace S. Myers met with 
Gardiner in his chambers today 
to consider Shaw’s request that 
a hearing on his petition be 
closed to the public so as to 
keep confidential the new alle­ 
gations by the city. 


Myers opposed the move, 
saying if there is to be a court 
hearing it should be open. But 
he also charged that Shaw has 
not shown legally sufficient 
cause for a court hearing to be 
held at all. 


Following th e. conference in 
chambers, Gardiner returned to 
the bench w’here he ruled that - 
since the case involved a public 
official, it would be “inappro­ 
priate” for any hearing to be 
closed. 


He said he would decide Mon­ 
day if Shaw has presented legal 
grounds for a court hearing and 
if he has, when the hearing will 
be held. 
• 


If the judge turns down the 
request for a court hearing, it is 
expected that the board of re­ 
view will hear Orr’s case at a 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 
at the Fairfax Women’s Club. 
If the judge grants the court 


hearing, the board of review 
meeting will be postponed. 
The o riginal alleg atio n s 
against Orr included broad 
charges of incompetency, ineffi­ 
ciency, neglect of duty and 
“failure of good behavior,” as 
well as several specific accusa­ 
tions of misconduct.

Wont A Satisfying Chinese Dinner? 
Then You'll Want To Try Lin Fa 


There is an old Oriental say­ 
ing that he who eats cautiously 
with his friends may not be 
trusted; he who eats more than 
his friends is greedy; but he 
whose rice dish is shared with 
everyone 
will 
have 
m ore 
friends than enemies. 
Traditional Chinese hospitali­ 
ty at the table apparently not 
only calls for a generous rice 
dish but a great variety of 
viands, particularly when the 
table is filled with diners. This 
is shown in the Chinese family 
dinners as they are served in 
restaurants. It’s not enough just 
to add more food for a larger 
group — the variety is also 
increased. And it’s done with 
finesse, 
using m odest size 
dishes. 
When the westerners try it 
with their own food, somehow' it 
becomes a smorgasbord. 
Not all westerners enjoy eat­ 
ing Chinese food day after day 
— we still crave our own type 
of fare. But there comes a time 
for many of us when it seems 
that the only thing that will 
satisfy is a Chinese dinner. 
When that occurs, a most 
satisfying place to indulge your­ 
self is Lin Fa Gardens at North- 
gate. where the tables are often 
crowded with others like you as 
well as dishes of fried rice, 
chow yuk. pork spare ribs, lobs­ 
ter Cantonese, wron ton and 
other celestial delicacies. 
If you are there any night 
Wednesday through Saturday, 
be sure to stop off in the lounge 
to hear organist Hal Landall at 
the Baldwin 210-D, which has 


almost as many variations as 
Ethel Barrie’s menu. This is 
Baldwin's latest “ hot organ” 
from which Hal manages to 
produce a most realistic violin 
solo, Sugar Blues trumpet or 
even a harpsichord along with 
sundry other instrumental ef­ 
fects. 


FIRST WORD on Thanks­ 
giving dinners comes from Jer­ 
ry and Agnes Bunee at Jerry’s 
Farm House Inn in Olema. 


They will be open as usual on 
Thanksgiving Day, serving a 
complete turkey dinner with all 
the trimmings at $4.50 and half 
price for youngsters under 12.

Insurance Companies Finding 
Campuses Big Sales Avenue 


By LEROY POPE 
NEW YORK (U P I)—People 
who worry about radicalism 
and bizarre life styles on col­ 
lege campuses can take com­ 
fort from the experience of life 
insurance companies with stu­ 
dents. 
Many life companies have 
special organizations to sell pol­ 
icies to students. Often a full­ 
time professional agent runs an 
office on campus and uses stu­ 
dents as part time agents. 
These companies rather uni­ 
formly have a favorable im­ 
pression of today’s undergradu­ 
ates, according to the Institute 
of Life Insurance. On the basis 
of a recent survey, says the 
Institute, ‘i t ’s not true that 
traditionalism has gone the way 
of the dinosaur on the campus." 


Northwestern Mutual of Mil­ 
waukee has one of the largest 
college sales departments with 
offices on 66 campuses. College 
Life Insurance Co. of Indianap­ 
olis started in business selling 
policies to students. Equitable 
Life Assurance, Home Life of 
New York, Mutual of New 
York, Provident Mutual and 
Fidelity Mutual, both of Phila­ 
delphia, American National of 
Galveston and many others are 
active on the campuses. 
David Reeder, the 32-year old 
head of Northwestern Mutual’s 
college sales organization, says 
undergraduates haven’t really 
changed tremendously since his 
student days. "Most of them 
will admit that, in the long run, 
they look forward to settling 
down to a conventional life 
style with a wife and kids,” 
Roeder said. "They aren’t too 


much interested in the main 
function of life insurance— pro­ 
tection right now—but they are 
sufficiently interested in setting 
up something for the future so 
that our company sold them $25 
million worth of policies last 
year.” 


It’s a fine market, Roeder 
said, because there now are 
eight million youngsters on the 
nation’s campuses. 


Roeder said his agents usual­ 
ly don’t look on the longhaired 
hippy type undergraduates as 
good prospects, "but you never 
can tell. One such unlikely look­ 
ing character recently bought a 
$100,000 policy.” 
Roeder said a campus liie 
insurance manager has to be 
sensitive to changing moods. 
“ A college campus can go from 
conservative to liberal and 
back again to conservative 
within a couple of years,” he 
said. "Also the average middle 
sized campus — 7,500 to 15,000 
students—is far from homoge­ 
neous. It has enclaves of. all 
shades of political opinions and 
life styles.” 
While few students see life 
insurance agents as representa­ 


tives of "The Establishment,’* 
says Roeder, agents will experi­ 
ence prejudice if they adopt 
high pressure tactics. He says 
today’s students don’t like sales 
gimmicks or fancy approaches. 
They prefer straight profession­ 
alism in an agent.

WASHINGTON (UP» —Agri­ 
culture Department economists 
Wednesday predicted this 
year’s record wheat crop, cou­ 
pled with a drop in sales, will 
produce a substantial increase 
in surplus wheat stocks.

Story Of Disloyalty 
'Irrelevant' Today? 


Those of us who have been 
around a long time recall Ed- 
ward Everett Hale's story, 
“ The Man Without a Country." 
It was written during the Civil 
War, to promote loyalty to the 
United States. But it became a 
schoolroom classic, used in the 
public schools for at least 
three-quarters of a century and 
becoming part of what histori­ 
an Henry Steele Commager has 
called Americans’ no-longer-ex- 
istent “ common body of allu­ 
sion.” 
Hale pulled out the stops 
skillfully in his story of Philip 
Nolan, an imaginary artillery 
lieutenant who became a fol­ 
lower of Aaron Burr in “ Great 
Conspiracy” and was court- 
martialed as a result, On trial 
in New Orleans, young Nolan 
burst out: 
“ Damn the United States! I 
wish I may never hear of the 
United States again!” 
AND THAT BECAME his 
sentence: to serve out his life 
aboard U.S. Navy ships, never 
setting foot on his native soil, 
and to be allowed to hear no 
mention of the United States — 
a “ man without a country.'' 
The rest of Hale's story 
traces the growth of Nolan's 
remorse as he served his un­ 
usual sentence for the remain­ 
ing 57 years of his life, and of 
his unfulfilled longing to return 
to the country he had re­ 
nounced. It closes with the 
finding in his Bible of a slip 
asking that someone “ set up a 
stone for my memory” with the 
legend: “ He loved his country 
as no other man has loved her: 
but no man deserved less at 
her hands.” 
“THE MAN WITHOUT a 
Country” is no longer read in 
the public schools. It has been 
squeezed out to make room for 
more “ relevant” literature,

as 
“ Siddartha” 
and 
“ Catcher in the Rye.” 
But this week, the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court refused to over­ 
turn a lower court decision that 
Thomas G. Jolley, 27, of Talla­ 
hassee, Fla., is a “ man without 
a country.” 
Jolley, like many other young 
men opposed to the Vietnam 
War, renounced his U.S. citi­ 
zenship and fled to Canada to 
escape being drafted after Se­ 
lective Service refused to clas­ 
sify him as a conscientious 
objector. 
When he re-entered the U.S., 
he was arrested for illegal en­ 
try and ordered deported. He 
fought the order, but the feder­ 
al court held his renunciation 
of citizenship was binding and 
he is illegally in the United 
States 
BY REFUSING to overturn 
this ruling, the Supreme Court 
made “ men without a country” 
of all others who are in similar 
situation. 
Young Jolley, when informed 
of the high court’s action, said, 
“ I guess it's up to the immigra­ 
tion authorities to place me 
somewhere, presumably Cana­ 
da since that’s the last country 
I was in.'’ 
Canada, however, might not 
want him. It is doubtful that he 
would be put aboard ship under 
sentence never to hear of the 
U.S. again. But his position is 
not unlike that of the fictional 
Philip Nolan. 
Hale wrote “ The Man With­ 
out a Country" because, during 
the Civil War, many young 
men found their loyalties con­ 
fused by the internecine strug­ 
gle and could not see why they 
should be true to a nation that 
had plunged them into such a 
war. 
Maybe it is not so “ irrele­ 
vant” today after all. 


Medical Board Sabotages 
Physician Assistant Law 


SACRAMENTO — Anyone who has sat 
in a doctor's waiting room reading last 
year’s Field and Stream for three hours 
knows there is a shortage of physicians. 
Doctors are overworked. Their schedules 
are overloaded. 
And the situation gets no better. 
Each year this state loses more physi­ 
cians to death than it gains through new 
graduates from our medical schools. In 
1970, 611 physicians passed away; only 
.346 MDs were graduated from the eight 
schools within the state. 
In recent years California counted on 
“ importing” 
physicians 
from 
other 
states. Approximately 65 per cent of our 
annual supply of new doctors came from 
other nations and states. Now that is 
diminishing as other areas offer greater 
opportunities and better facilities. 
The shortage is not only one of physi­ 
cians. It is a shortage of the health care 
services physicians perform — services 
which physicians acknowledge could be 
performed by well-trained and super­ 
vised assistants. 
WELL, THE ASSISTANTS are there, 
ready and waiting. Each year some 
30.000 medical corpsmen are released 
from the military. Many have had years 
of experience and training and a large 
number of them live in California. They 
could help ease the shortage of health 


care services. But they are not permitted 
to assist. 
Thus, a large reservoir of medical 
manpower is being wasted at a time 
when it is sorely needed. 
In 1970, through the efforts of Assem­ 
blymen Gordon Duffy, Bill Campbell. 
Ken Stacey and others. California enact­ 
ed the Physicians Assistants Law (AB 
2109i. It established a program of certifi­ 
cation for physicians’ assistants under 
guidance and supervision of the state 
Board of Medical Examiners. 
The intent of the act was to establish a 
new field of training for the healing arts 
and to make it possible for the thousands 
of released medical corpsmen to put 
their skills to work under the supervision 
of certified physicians and surgeons. The 
California Medical and California Hospi­ 
tal Associations supported the measure. 


AB 2109 BECAM E law in November. 
1970 and the program was to have been 
in operation by July, 1971. An advisory 
Committee on Manpower Innovation was 
appointed and helped establish guidelines 
These were referred to the Board of 
Medical Examiners for approval. 
The board has been dragging its feet. A 
revised draft of guidelines and criteria 
for “ health care assistants” (not physi­ 
cians’ assistants) was finally approved on 
Oct. 16. and may be adopted on Nov. 20. 
If those guidelines are adopted as 
drafted, it will virtually eliminate most 
'jf the veteran corpsmen from the so- 
called mainstream of medicine. To par­ 
ticipate in the program many of them 
would first have to go back to school. 
vVhile their skills and training gathered 
rust, they would be required to wrestle 
with such subjects as cultural anthropolo­ 
gy and sociology. Some, with 15-20 years 
)f experience under military doctors, 
would be required to return to high 
;chool for their diplomas. Once that was 
ione they could then begin courses in 
low to be a physician’s assistant. 
FURTHERMORE, IF THE guidelines 
jre approved as drafted, students who 
lave been studying to become physi­ 
cians’ assistants at such institutes as the 
JCLA-affiiiated Charles 
Drew School 
would be out of luck. The guidelines 
would disqualify most of their studies 
ust as they are about to graduate. 
The embryonic physicians’ assistant 
jchool at Stanford University would also 
ie thrown out of kilter. 
At last report, the Public Health De 
lartment had the names of 750 corpsmen 
who wanted to do something with their 
skills. There was no place to send them. 
\nd there won t be, until the Board ol 
Medical Examiners implements the law.

Government Credibility Falsely 
Damaged In Tet Offensive Reports 


^ 
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WASHINGTON 
The one thing a 
democratic nation cannot long survive is 
a widely held conviction that the govern­ 
ment cannot be trusted to tell the truth. 
The credibility of government has been 
seriously eroded in recent years. 
Why? How? When did lack of credibili­ 
ty manifest itself in one of its most acute 
forms? 
I think back to the sudden, massive, 
fierce Tet Offensive which the North 
Vietnamese Army and the Viet Cong 
launched against Saigon and a dozen 
other South Vietnamese cities in early 
1968. It was a bold, daring, go-for-broke 
attack. 
The morning after the onslaught which 
broke through the defenses of the Ameri­ 
can Embassy, Gen. William C. West­ 
moreland met the incredulous members 
of the press and calmly gave them this 
appraisal of what had happened; “ The 
enemy’s well-laid plans went afoul.” 
IN DESCRIBING this incident in his 
book, “ Tet — the Story of the Battle and 
Its Historic Aftermath,” just published 
by Doubleday, Don Oberdörfer, talented 
Washington Post reporter, writes: 
“ The reporters could hardly believe 
their ears. Westmoreland was standing in 
the ruins and saying everything was 
great.” 
S.L.A. Marshall, a leading writer on 
military affairs, in his review of “ Tet” 
for the Book World notes that Oberdörfer 
“ simply leaves the implication dangling, 
his reader thus getting the impression 
that Westmoreland was a dolt of a 
general and the newsmen were the real­ 
ists.” 
But he doesn’t leave it dangling for 
long. His firsthand study of the facts 
reverses this judgment. 
HIS FINDINGS substantiate the con­ 
clusion that it was General Westmore­ 
land who was telling the truth realistical­ 
ly. It was the U.S. press in Saigon which 
failed to discern the truth and instead 
spread a mushrooming myth. 
History is beginning to correct one of 
the crucial falsities in the reporting of 
the Vietnamese war. 
In order to measure the magnitude of 
this reverse-of-the-truth reporting of the

Tet offensive and the consequences in the 
United States, let me cite Marshall s 
careful words: 


“ Out of desperation, due to dwindling 
resources, the Communists switched 
strategy and made their massive try. 
They were beaten in detail and then 
shock losses were compounded by the 
refusal of the South Vietnamese to rally 
to their side. 
“ What came of it*’ The correspondents 
almost unanimously held with the theme 
of a terrible American defeat. Retired 
Marine Gen. David Shoup told a commit­ 
tee of Congress that anyone who regard­ 
ed Tet as a military victory was a fit 
candidate for a lunatic asylum. 
“ More than six months later, the New 
York Times acknowledged that the view 
of Tet as a military disaster had been all 
wrong. By then it was too late. The fever 
of panic, shaking the highest levels, had 
made of Tet an irreversible psychological 
defeat.” 
THE UNREALISTIC American corre­ 
spondents in Saigon - or most of them — 
canceled out the realistic judgments of 
General Westmoreland, and instead re­ 
ported their own opposite conclusions. 
Thus the American people were persuad­ 
ed that the U.S. military leaders on the 
spot were not credible. 
. 
They should have been. Oberdorfer 
puts it this way in his book: 
“ The irony of the Tet offensive is that 
the North Vietnamese and the Viet Cong 
suffered a battlefield setback in the war 
zone, but still won the political victory' in 
the United States.” 
Why did the American people come to 
believe the opposite of what really hap­ 
pened during this pivotal battle of the 
Vietnamese war? Oberdorfer cites the 
inherent distortion of television reporting 
and refers to the “ tower of modem 
electronics, which transmits experiences 
and emotions instantaneously and trans­ 
mits perspective poorly.” 
One thing is clear: The American 
government was telling the truth. The 
military were telling the truth. But the 
American people were not getting the 
truth because TV and the press were not 
reporting the true picture. 


Gov. George Wallace: 
Creature Of The Media

ATLANTA, Ga. — It is well known by 
now that the “ creatures” of the media 
are those people with hair and obscene 
placards who used to break up political 
rallies attended by law-abiding citizens. 
One of the personalities who helped 
instruct us in how to recognize this genus 
is George Wallace, who always has a 
tongue-tip a colorful glossary of terms to 
be used in their identification and classi­ 
fication. and is expert in directing cam­ 
era crews what to photograph and report­ 
ers what to write in their notebooks as he 
and the creatures of the media compete 
for attention in public. 
What Governor Wallace does not usual­ 
ly acknowledge in public is the fact that, 
despite his pointless head and compara­ 
bly recent haircut, he himself is a 
creature of the media and always has 
been —- ever since he got himself photo­ 
graphed standing in the sehoolhouse 
door. It was never more obvious than 
here at the Southern Governors Confer­ 
ence, as he warmed up his reflexes again 
for the political months ahead.

He also was a little shaggy, a little 
overdue at the barber’s. He played the 
same game he and they had played 
together for so many years, the cat-and- 
mouse exercise about will you run and if 
so in what states, and he enjoyed it as 
always. He shifted back and forth from 
“ the party,” meaning the Democrats to 
“ our party,” meaning the Wallace-orient­ 
ed American Independent Party, as if he 
owned a substantial share in each — 
crossing party lines in conversation al­ 
most as conveniently as in campaigning. 


WALLACE CLENCHED his left fist 
and groped at the air for the cameras, 
and each time he did he showed them his 
Masonic ring and his wedding ring to­ 
gether on the third finger. He zapped the 
Los Angeles Times reporter for daring to 
ask about the indictment of one of his 
aides in Montgomery. He talked about 
“ sending a few shock waves and rattling 
some eyeteeth” in “ the party” by win­ 
ning some primaries, and refrained from 
saying anything nice about Wilbur Mills 
as a candidate on the grounds that doing 
so might do the gentleman some harm 
“ in certain quarters” — which, of course, 
it would. 
Somebody used the word “ moderate” 
in a question, and that set Wallace *>ff on 
a mini-tirade about the “ so-called moder­ 
ates” who have become governors in the 
south lately. He himself never said any­ 
thing they had not said in their careers, 
he maintained. And if they are so differ­ 
ent from him, he insisted, just go ask 
them if they want to criticize George 
Wallace. 
With that the press conference tapered 
off and the reporters and cameramen 
trailed back into the main meeting room, 
where a series of gubernatorial reports 
on executive management and fiscal 
affairs was being presented. 


In odd hours and in the corridors while 
the formal reports continued, the press 
game then was to brace the mostly tall 
and well tailored new governors Wallace 
considers the “ so-called moderates” and 
to see if they would indeed criticize him 
in their careful estimates of next year s 
presidential outlook. And to a inani from 
the head of Chesapeake Bay to the 
Mississippi Delta, they turned down th<* 
opportunity. For, as tin* Alabamian knew 
when he said it. all of th**m can envision 
Wallace in their own back yards next 
year, excoriating them with snappy 1972 
variations on his theme

MAMO'S A SURPRISE 


This Baby Porpoise 
Isn't Suppose To Be 


By RUTH YOUNGBLOOD 
HONOLULU (UPI) - A baby 
porpoise named Mamo is the 
animal scientists said couldn’t 
happen. 
The baby, frolicking around 
in his tank, is a cross between 
two porpoises that are not of 
the same species, genus or even 
the same family. 
Dr. Kenneth Norris, director 
of research for the Makapuu 
Oceanic Institute and a leading 
authority on porpoises, said the 
baby porpoise is as surprising 
as "cross-breeding a deer and a 
sheep and getting a living off­ 
spring.” 
"The mother and father por­ 
poises are the most remote set 
of parents known to produce 
living young,” Norris said. 
"Just like sheep and deer, they 
are two separate families which 
are right next to each other.” 
"As far as I know,” Norris 
said, "no breeding of animals 
in different families in the ani­ 
mal kingdom has ever resulted 
in viable young before.” 
Norris said Mamo’s genealo­ 
gy ranks as a "near miracle.” 
The father, an Atlantic bottle- 
nose, is genus "tursiops,” spec­ 
ies "truncatus,” and family 
"delphinidae.” The mother, a 
rough-toothed porpoise, is ge­ 
nus "steno,” species "breda- 
nensis,” and family "stenidae.” 


Since scientists at the Insti­ 
tute for the Advancement of 
Research and Education and 
Marine Sciences didn’t try to 
mate the parents and didn’t 
even know the mother was 
pregnant, the birth was a dou­ 
ble surprise. In spite of the 
mother’s weight gain and irreg­ 
ular appetite, trainers discount­ 
ed the possibility of pregnancy 
since she had not mated with 
any porpoises of her own spec­ 
ies. The only male mammal she 
had mated with was the Atlan­ 
tic bottlenose. 
Then, on Oct. 4, a worker 
preparing to feed the animals 
in the mother's tank noticed an 
extra small porpoise. Officials 


Convicts Claim 
Bias Treatment 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
—Sixteen convicts at Folsom 
Prison filed a Superior Court 
suit Wednesday charging they 
were placed in segregation 
units because of their race and 
beliefs. 
The suit said the prisoners — 
15 blacks and one Chicano *— 
were removed from the prison’s 
general population on charges 
ranging from "conspiring to 
take over the institution ’ to 
being a Black Panther and as­ 
sociating with known radicals. 
The prisoners’ attorneys said 
the 16 have not had the usual 
prison disciplinary hearing and 
are kept in their cells 23 to 24 
hours a day without regular 
orison privilege* or programs- 


were notified and discovered 
the baby had portions of the 
umbilical cord still attached, 
indicating very recent birth. 
" I was astounded and delight­ 
ed,” Norris said. "There is no 
doubt in my mind that Mamo is 
the result of porpoises who are 
of different species, different 
genus and different families. 
The baby is a perfect interme­ 
diate.” 
Mamo, who spends his days 
playing, feeding and growing in 
the large tank with his mother, 
shows all signs of being a 
healthy male porpoise. His an­ 
tics delight scientists and visi­ 
tors at Sea Life Park, the com­ 
mercial arm of the Oceanic 
Institute. 
"He has his father’s snout 
and his mother’s rounded stom­ 
ach and dorsal fin,” Norris 
said. 
"Since 
crosses 
can 
produce qualities in the off­ 
spring that are not in the par­ 
ents, Mamo may be full of 
surprises.” 
The rough-toothed porpoise 
generally works hard, is very 
intelligent, inventive and is tops 
for training purposes, Norris 
said. The Atlantic bottlenose is 
also intelligent and easy to get 
along with, so scientists at the 
institute are hoping Mamo will 
turn out to be "a highly intelli­ 
gent animal with a good dispos­ 
ition.” 
Norris is anxious to prove to 
other scientists that Mamo’s 
rare geneology is genuine and 
said blood tests will be taken 
when he’s older. 
“ What happened here has 
never been observed to happen 
before in history,” Norris said, 
"and is not supposed to be 
possible.” 
He said it will be particularly 
interesting to see what kind of 
offspring stem from Mamo, if 
he is able to reproduce, "since 
the genetic mechanism may be 
so tangled up as to render him 
sterile.” 
“ This whole incident has 
raised questions about what is 
possible and what isn’t in genet­ 
ics,” Norris said. 
Another problem bothering 
scientists at the Institute is 
what kind of scientific designa­ 
tion to give Mamo, an animal 
that supposedly couldn’t be 
born.

Six 
study committees with as many 
as 10 members each are thresh­ 
ing out various sections of the 
proposed environmental design 
plan prepared by professional 
planners . . . instead of simply 
rubber stamping ideas present­ 
ed by the professionals, the 
citizens appear to be doing 
some independent thinking and 
planning. . . 
“ Like some educators, plan­ 
ners can sometimes overwhelm 
ordinary citizens with fancy 
planning words and 10-word 
phrases that could be easily 
simplified. The self-confidence 
of planners has been known to 
buffalo citizen groups, but re­ 
ports indicate the study com­ 
mittees have been thorough 
about looking at the planners 
recommendations and are not 
shy about criticism.” 
Miss Bard’s column went on 
to describe the action that was 
being taken by the several 
groups of citizens involved. She 
finished with the following: 
“ If citizens can do enough 
original 
thinking and get 
through the plan they honestly 
want, the fancy document 
might do more for the city than 
simply gather dust on a shelf.” 
I wonder if they had spent 
$1,724,570 (net) in six years prin­ 
cipally on study after study like 
we have down here? I ’ll just be 
they haven’t.

Mrs. Olive said the letter 
may have sprouted from con- 
fustion in the district about the 
relationship of Lowry to the 
board.

Younger told a news confer­ 
ence that the recent slaying of 
a Los Angeles police officer by 
an inmate released on a 27-hour 
pre-parole pass has “ properly 
raised questions about the ad­ 
ministration of our parole and 
probation programs.” 
He said the special commis­ 
sion would analyze existing sta­ 
tistical data and probably com­ 
plete its report in three to six 
months. 
Members of the task force 
include Los Angeles Chief of 
Police Edward Davis, who has 
been bitterly critical of the 
existing parole and probation 
system, and Herb Ellingwood, 
legal affairs secretary to Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
The governor recently strong­ 
ly defended the 27-hour pre- 


parole pass system in the wake 
of the shooting. He said it was 
the first of its type and that 
thousands of convicts had been 
issued such passes without inci­ 
dent. 


Other members include Cali­ 
fornia Youth Authority chair­ 
man Allen Breed; 
Associate 
Justice Lynn D. Campion of the 
state District Court of Appeal 
at I>os Angeles; James Geary, 
Santa Clara County sheriff;

POWs Being 
Remembered 
On 2 Fronts

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — As 
the holidays approach, Califor­ 
n ia 
is 
re m e m b e rin g 
th e 
nationa’s hundreds of prisoners 
of war and missing men in 
Vietnam with practical as well 
as symbolic measures. 
On the practical side, Sen. 
Clair W. Burgener, R-Rancho 
Santa Fe, and Assemblyman 
John Stull, R-Leucadia, have 
introduced a senate concurrent 
resolution aimed at allowing 
the dependent children of the 
POWs and missing to attend the 
University of California or state 
colleges tuition free. 
They have announced they 
will introduce legislation to this 
effect when the senate and as­ 
sembly reconvene in January. 
Their proposal was backed by 
the National League of Fam i­ 
lies of American Prisoners and 
missing. The league hopes simi­ 
lar laws will be passed by the 
other 49 states. 
WHILE CALIFORNIA has 
the largest contingent of men in 
the POW -m issing categories, 
the bill will, so far, affect only 
about 300 children over the next 
15 years or so — on an average 
less than 20 annually. 


And while this relief m easure 
is being planned inside the 
State Capitol Buiiding, the na­ 
tion’s 317 known-by-name pris­ 
oners of war will be rem em ­ 
bered on the park-like capitol 
grounds, thanks to the efforts to 
the league’s northern California 
members. 


A giant spruce tree will be 
decorated with 317 stars, and 
red, white and blue lights as 
well, reminding Californians of 
their sons and brothers who will 
be absent for at least one more 
Christmas. 


“WE’RE DOING this to show 
that Californians care about all 
American servicemen and their 
families, and give their moral 
support and prayers for their 
safe return,” says Mrs. Robert 
C. Fox, a Sacramentan who 
helped arrange the tree lighting 
ceremony. 


“ Four of us” Northern Cali­ 
fornia members of the National 
League of Families of Ameri­ 
can 
Prisoners “attended the 
POW conference in Washington 
D.C. Two of the others thought 
of having a tree. We presented 
the idea to local league mem­ 
bers and they liked it,” she 
explains. There arc eight on the 
committee who arranged use of 
the tree with state officials and 
organized the ceremony. 


“ We’re very excited because 
Sonny and Cher Bono are at­ 
ten d in g ,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Fox. 
“ They’re going to talk and will 
be presented with a plaque for 
their POW work in California.” 


Mrs. Ronald R eagan will 
switch the tree lights on in 
evening ceremonies Dec. 6. 


Mrs. William McDougal of 
Sausalito is well known as an 
international hostess who enter­ 
tains constantly at luncheons, 
dinners and other events for 
which she prepares foods of 
many nations. 
One of these is the gala “ In­ 
ternatio n al Food and Drink 
Festival” she is having at her 
home tomorrow for the League 
of Women Voters of Southern 
Marin, of which she is a mem­ 
ber. 
Less well known is the inter­ 
national background in which 
she developed her talents. 
Born and educated in Colom- 
ba, the capital of Ceylon, the 
form er Padmini Jayawardena, 
was m arried in 1963 to William 
M cDougal, a Scotsm an who 
was in Ceylon with the Asia 
Foundation. He is now in the 
San Francisco office of the 
foundation working with its pro­ 
gram development, but before 
they came to Sausalito in 1968, 
the McDougals also Jived in 
Korea and East Pakistan. 
Even before she was m ar­ 
ried, Padmini had spent consi­ 
derable time in Red China, 
Japan, the United States and 
Canada in connection with her 
interests and social work. 
AT HER HOME in Sausalito, 
where Padmini does her gour­ 
met cooking and works on ce­ 
ram ics at her potter’s wheel, 
she spoke of her life in Ceylon 
and other countries. 
“ I graduated from the Visak- 
ha V idyalaya private g irls’ 
school,” she said. “ It was oper­ 
ated on the British system, 
w h ere 
one 
goes 
s tra ig h t 
through 
from 
kindergarten 
through high school. Then I 
attended a school of agriculture 
for girls two years and received 
a diploma. 
“This school was started by 
the first prime minister for city 
girls so that they would be 
interested in the country and 
stay there because some had 
been leaving their husbands in 
the country to come to the city. 
I had to get used to milking, but 
1 found it fun,” she said. 
It turned out that this train­ 
ing was very helpful in the 
social work the young Cey­ 
lonese woman did on a volun­ 
teer basis for a number of 
years in the field of community 
development with rural people. 
Padmini explained that she 
was able to do all of her work 
on a volunteer basis because 
the parents of educated girls in 
Ceylon expect to support them 
until they are married. 
“WOMEN ARE as free as 
men in Ceylon,” she said proud­ 
ly, “ and they have always been 
so in our society. We have had 
the franchise since 1931, and 
women are active politically 
and socially. But we don’t need 
the kind of liberation you want 
in this country,” she added. 


Attributing the status of wom­ 
en in her country in part to 
B u d d h ism , P a d m in i n o ted , 
“ When Buddha accepted wom­ 
en as nuns over 2,000 years ago, 
wom en becam e equal w ith 
m en.” 
In 1957 Padmini was one of 
the women from seven coun­ 
tries that recognized commu­ 
nist China who were invited on 
an individual basis to visit 
China. 


“ We visited n u rseries, li­ 
b ra rie s, factories, old age 
homes and youth groups with 


their youth palaces for extra- 
c u rric la r activities. E very­ 
where we found women in all 
fields. I was present at the 
opening of a bridge, and the 
engineer in charge was a wom­ 
an. 
“IN PRESENT Chinese socie­ 
ty, though salaries are low, 
men and women are paid equal­ 
ly according to the work they 
do. 
“ When you remember in the 
old China women were treated 
like animals and sold like hors­ 
es if they didn’t bear children, 
you find it amazing how a 
nation can change like this. 
I don’t go with their politics, 
but I admire a nation where 
women are fully recognized.” 
It was at this time that Pad­ 
mini met the famed Mme. Sun 
Yat Sen during a visit to her 
home in Peking and the wife of 
Chou En-lai at a state dinner 
given for the visiting women. 
The young Ceylonese social 
worker also spent six months in 
Japan, where she took a course 
in case and group work offered 
by the World A ssem bly of 
Youth in Tokyo, and at the 
same time took lessons in flow­ 
er arranging. 
PADMIM FIRST visited the 
United States in 1955, when she 
received a scholarship from the 
World Assembly of Youth to 
visit U.S. homemakers’ clubs 
and other groups like 4 H. 
From there she went to Cana­ 
da, where she was very much 
impressed with what women 
had accomplished. 
“The first Women’s Institute 
was started at Stony Castle in 
Ontario in 1897,” she said, “ and 
now there is a Federation of 
Women’s Institutes in Canada 
which is associated with the 
in te rn a tio n a l o rg a n iz a tio n 
called Country Women of the 
World with head q u arters in 
London. Organizations in the 
United States are associated 
with it too,” she pointed out, 
“ such as the farm home mak­ 
ers’ clubs.” 
There is a rural training cen­ 
ter for women in Ceylon today, 
she said, and at one tim e she 
was its honorary director. 
Padmini continued to observe 
the status of women in other 
countries after she was m arried 
and while she and her husband 
were living in Korea and East 
Pakistan. 
“IN KOREA,” she said, “I 
felt that women are the coun­ 
try ’s most untapped resource — 
they lack confidence. In East 
Pakistan the situation is even 
worse. Except for a few upper 
class women, they are still 
backward and stay within their 
homes so that few are even 
seen on the streets.” 
When the McDougals were 
living in Korea from 1963 to 
1965, Padmini, who had heard 
in Ceylon of League of Women 
Voters in the United States, 
wrote the League’s office in 
Washington, D.C., asking if she 
could become a member. 
She became a “ member-at- 
large,” and on coming to Sau­ 
salito in 1968 she immediately 
joined the Southern Marin unit. 
The McDougals belong to the 
International Hospitality Center 
in San Francisco and entertain 
foreign visitors frequently in 
th eir hom e. They are also 
members of the Mill Valley 
Scottish Dance Club 
which 
meets at the Episcopal Church 
of Our Saviour in Mill Valley.

FAMILY 
“On Any Sunday” — The varie­ 
ty of motorcycle competitions 
across 100,000 miles of track 
around the world is presented in a 
documentary style with frequent 
touches of humor. Great photog­ 
raphy. 
“Soul to Soul” — A group of 
black American musicians help 
Ghana in this year's Independ­ 
ence celebration. This documen­ 
tary is more than soul music, it is 
the interaction of the two cultures 
beautifully captured. 
ADULTS AND TEKNS 
“Custer of the West” - The 
story of Gen. George Custer and 
his 226 soldiers and their battle in 
the Little Big Horn. 
“Dr. Zhivago” — Lives of a 
handful of people in Russia before 
the war and after the revolution. 
Superb photography, acting and 
music. 
“Hellstrom Chronicle” — Fasci­ 
nating and incredibly detailed 
study of the insect world. It con­ 
veys a new awareness of the 
world we inhabit. 
“Mad Dogs and Englishmen" — 
An artsy documentary of Joe 


Cocker, a hoarse-voiced hard 
rook English star. No depth of 
character revealed but rather a 
visual record album with cursing 
and nudity. 
“ Murphy’s War” - British 
m erchant seaman is obsessed 
with getting revenge against the 
subm arine responsible for the 
loss of his shipmates. Well done. 
“The Organisation” — In this 
sequel, Sidney Poitier returns as 
Lt. Virgil Tibbs, a detective in 
San Francisco in search of a 
murderer after a $4 million hero­ 
in robbery. Fast moving thriller. 
(Boxoffice Magazine) 
•Red Tent” — Told in flashback 
this rugged, grim and often con­ 
fusing adventure film is based on 
the ill fated 1928 arctic expedition 
by dirigible. The attempted res­ 
cue is heartbreaking. Sensational 
photography. 
"The Reivers" — Warm, nos­ 
talgic, bawdy film about a 12- 
yearold boy’s schooling in the 
facts of life during one week-end. 
Good human values presented but 
much of the action is in a brothel 
making it unsuitable for young 
children. 
"Tokoloske, The Evil Spirit” — 
A rather amateurish South Afri­ 
can made melodrama about a 
small black boy, marked for 
death by a witch doctor is sent 
away from home by his mother. 
After a long journey he is be­ 
friended by a blind white man. 
“2001: Space Odyssey” — An 
astounding science fiction tale 
about space travelers and the 
computer that causes a struggle 
for survival. Highly imaginative 
production.

“Little Big Man” - A tragic- 
comic history of Indian-white ru­ 
inations as recalled by a 121-year- 
old gunfighter. Much violence and 
bloody fighting and some impu­ 
dent sex scenes. 
“Man Called Heme” — Accur­ 
ate tribal rituals of Sioux Indians. 
Film dwells mainly on the violent 
rather than peaceful traditions. 
Ar. English aristocrat captured by 
Sioux and brutally treated is de­ 
termined to prove his manhood 
b y their standards. 
“Summer of *42” — Three 15- 
ear-old boys wander through an 
.sland beach summer, obsessed 
with sex and its mysteries. Their 
explorations of the subject and 
their coming of age is frankly 
presented.

Bus Fare Schedule 
On To Bridge Board 


A bus fare structure giving 
both the commuter and the 
casual patron a cheaper ride 
than Greyhound was unani­ 
mously recommended yester­ 
day by two committees of the 
Golden Gate Bridge District. 
If the full board approves the 
proposed fares and other poli­ 
cies at its Nov. 23 meeting, the 
new rates will take effect when 
the district’s Golden Gate Cor­ 
ridor bus fleet begins operation, 
hopefully in January. 
A Petaluma commuter, under 
the proposed fare schedule, 
would pay $2 for a daily round 
trip . The occasional rid e r’s 
round trip fare would be $2.50. 
Greyhound presently charges 
the commuter $1.92 and the 
casual rider $2.40, but has been 
granted a 6.5 per cent rate 
increase effective with the end 
of the wage-price freeze, ac­ 
cording to Dale W. Luehring, 
bridge district general m anag­ 
er. 
Novato commuters would pay 
$1.50 daily, and occasional ri­ 
ders $2 for a round trip. The 
round-trip fare for the nonregu- 
Jar Novato rider is $2.30 on 
Greyhound, $1.68 for a commut­ 
er. 
The Novato fare would apply 
to all Marin County riders from 
the Tiburon Wye north; south of 
that point, the commute fare 
would be $1 daily and the cas­ 
ual round trip $1.50. 
The bridge district’s trans­ 
portation com m ittee and fi- 
n a n c e -a u d it c o m m itte e e n ­ 
dorsed the fares recommended 
by district staff. Endorsement 
came only after a worried look 
at long range budget predic­ 
tions that Luehring and the 
staff said were the result of 
hours of computing, but none­ 
theless were only estimates.

SANTA ROSA - The Sonoma 
County Board of Zoning Adjust­ 
ments yesterday approved a 
trailer and boat storage opersr 
tion for the Petaluma area. 
Ray R. and Margaret Ain­ 
sworth were granted a permit 
for the storage operation at 4000 
Petaluma Boulevard North. The 
permit also allows some repair 
work, signs and a home for the 
operator’s living quarters. 
The board considered four 
mobile home requests for Peta­ 
luma, denying the request of 
Nydia Brown to place a mobile 
home at 461 Corona Road, be­ 
cause the lot size was too small, 
and denying the request of Her­ 
bert Jay Ball for a mobile home 
at 2890 Middle Two Rock Road 
after neighbors protested. 
The board also ordered Andy 
Rossen Jr. to abate his mobile 
home at 1111 Gossage Avenue 
because of continuing violations 
of ordinances and set a hearing 
for Nov. 24 for the request of 
Alvin Baldwin for a mobile home 
at 15651 Street Extension.

Bridge toll surpluses and pay­ 
ments by Marin Transit Dis­ 
trict for intracounty bus service 
by the bridge bus fleet. 
The district buses will take 
over Marin feeder line service 
from 
Marin Transit System, 
Inc., on Dec. 13, Luehring an­ 
nounced yesterd ay. The p ri­ 
vate, M arin C ity-based bus 
firm ’s contract with the county 
will expire Dec. 10. 
The two bridge board com­ 
mittees, chaired by director Mi­ 
chael Wornum of Mill Valley, 
yesterday also endorsed a five- 
zone fare plan in contrast to 
G reyhound’s nine zones be­ 
tween San Francisco and Santa 
Rosa; 
favored an exact-fare 
plan in which drivers will re­ 
duce robbery risks by carrying 
no change, and approved the 
idea of “ Golden Gate Curren­ 
cy.” 
Under the latter plan, the 
district would sell books of tick­ 
ets, each worth 25 cents. A bus 
rider could drop as many of 
them as needed into the hopper 
to get where he wanted; a 
motorist could use two of the 
tickets for bridge fare, and a 
ferryboat passenger also could 
pay with two tickets. Luehring 
said the tickets initially would 
be printed in books of 20 to sell 
for $5. 
At Wornum’s suggestion, a 
request from the City of Tib­ 
uron that midday Sausalito Fer­ 
ry runs make two extra stops at 
Tiburon was referred to the 
district staff for recommenda­ 
tions. 
Golden Gate Bridge District 
Director Stephan C. Leonoudak- 
is y esterday unsuccessfully 
seized on Marin’s apparent re­ 
jection of further population 
growth, to demand a halt in 
spending up to $2 million on 
plans for rapid transit across 
the Golden Gate. 
He moved to strike $800,000 
for a start on the planning, 
from next year's budget. He 
cited Marin voters’ resounding 
defeat of the Sonoma-Marin aq­ 
ueduct on Nov, 2 as an indica­ 
tion of the county’s anti-growth 
philosophy. 


At Wornum’s suggestion, the 
committees shelved Leonoudak- 
is’s budget cut proposal for 
future discussion.

Of School 


Year Eyed 


The Rohnert Park Homeown­ 
ers Association heard reports 
last night on a study to extend 
the school year and plans to 
annex land to Rohnert Park. 
Association president Jam es 
Steinberg said Harold Heth, a 
te a c h e r and association di­ 
rector, reviewed several plans 
being considered to extend the 
school year. 
Heth said most persons al­ 
ready understand the 45-15 plan 
in which students would be in 
class for 45 days followed by 15 
days vacation on a year-round 
basis, but he noted that several 
other plans are also getting 
serious consideration by the 
Petalum a school district study 
committee. 
MOST SUPPORT 
Willing most support from 
the group was the plan for a 
normal 38-week school year fol­ 
lowed by a voluntary 12-week 
sum m er session in which slow 
students can make up lost cred­ 
its and bright students can do 
advanced work and accumulate 
credits to graduate early. 
Heth said the committee was 
also studying a quarter session 
plan in which students would be 
divided into four groups with 
each spending three of four 
quarters in class. 
Steinberg said re p re se n ta ­ 
tives of the study committee 
would be invited next month 
after the study makes more 
progress. 
ANNEX PLAN 
Steinberg said Paul Golis and 
William White of Land Inves­ 
tors Research Inc. also present­ 
ed plans to annex 75 acres near 
Sonoma State College to the 
city. Plans include housing for 
students and faculty homes in 
the $25,000 to $30,000 price 
range. 


Golis told the group that a 
portion of the land would be 
dedicated to the college for 
expansion of the botanical gar­ 
dens. He said plans also include 
a new roadway on the north 
side of the campus to relieve 
traffic problems on East Cotati 
Avenue. 


Steinberg said the plan met 
with general approval from the 
association. The Rohnert Park 
City Council will consider the 
annexation request at its meet­ 
ing Monday at 7 p.m. 


Session Does Not 
Violate Brown Act 


The Marin County District 
attorney’s office said yesterday 
that investigation of an unan­ 
nounced meeting of the Marin 
C ounty H ousing A u th o rity 
board found “ no intent’’ to vio­ 
late the state’s law against 
secret meetings. 
Under the law, the Ralph M. 
Brown Act, criminal violation 
exists only when “ intent” to 
exclude the public from a meet­ 
ing can be proven, according to 
Asst. Dist. Atty. G ary W. 
Thomas, who said his office’s 
investigation could find no such 
intent in the early morning 
meeting Aug. 7 attended by a 
quorum of the housing authori­ 
ty board. 
(Under the law, local agen­ 
cies must give 24 hours public 
notice of special meetings. The 
Indepeudent-Journal 
received 
no such notice) 
The meeting was called by 
Executive Director Wallace K. 
Shepherd to brief board mem­ 
bers on the status of negotia­ 
tions to regain control of Marin 
City’s undeveloped ridgelands.

If obtained, the site would be 
used for “a combination honor 
farm -w ork furlough c e n te r,” 
according to Michael A. Chrys- 
tal, senior administrative ana­ 
lyst in the county adm inistra­ 
to r ’s 
o ffice. 
Its 
p rim a ry 
purpose would be to eliminate 
“ farming out” prisoners to So­ 
noma County as result of 
crowding of the 
109-bed jail 
atop the Hall of Justice. 
Sheriff Louis 1*. Mountanos 
said he thinks the site would be 
“ just about ideal.” He said the 
tight county jail security is not 
needed for prisoners on the 
work furlough program who re­ 
port at the jail each evening 
after work, nor for those sen­ 
tenced to serve weekends in 
jail. 
The facility would be operat­ 
ed by the probation depart­ 
ment, Mountanos said. Jam es 
B Soetart, chief deputy proba­ 
tion officer, is participating in 
the site study and expressed 
general agreem ent with the 
sheriff. 
Chrystal said the property 
was quit-claimed back to the 
Mary Silveira family when the 
Army closed the Nike installa­ 
tion. Barracks and kitchen are 
mostly intact. 
He said study is being made 
of the cost of converting the 
form er military installation at 
the end of Smith Ranch Road 
into an honor farm. Whether its 
acquisition by the county is 
recom m ended will be based 


largely on how those costs com­ 
pare with the amounts paid 
annually to Sonoma County for 
housing Marin’S jail population 
surplus, he said. 
Chrystal said he hoped to 
have a report for the county 
board of supervisors “ late in 
December.” 
Need for an honor farm was 
emphasized recently when Ma­ 
rin “farmed out” 60 prisoners 
to .Sonoma County. The number 
since has been reduced about 
half. 
Mountanos has been urging 
an honor farm since before the 
jail was moved to the Hall of 
Justice. He said, however, that 
Lt. Newall B. Snyder, who is in 
charge of the jail, “didn’t mean 
it” when he told a reporter 
recently that the Hall of Justice 
jail had never been intended 
to house sentenced prisoners.” 
“ W’hat he meant was prison­ 
ers sentenced to serve week­ 
ends or on work furlough,” 
Mountanos said. “ We have pris­ 
oners in the jail under sentence 
for all the way from one day to 
one year, and we will continue 
to have them there regardless 
of whether we get an honor 
farm .” 
M ountanos said the honor 
farm proposal has been delayed 
because it was felt the new jail 
would have so much capacity it 
could handle all prisoners — 
which proved not to be true 
soon after it opened. 


He cited a memorandum to 
him from County Administrator 
John F. Barrows «then assistant 
county administrator) on Feb. 
16, 1970, saying; 
“ Your submittal (for inclu­ 


sion in the 1970-71 capital im­ 
provements program) included 
a jail honor camp very sim lar 
lo a proposal submitted by your 
department in the 1969 pro­ 
gram. Since the adm inistrator 
recommended against this m at­ 
ter during the life of the six-

'Excusable' 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PD - 
Tho District Attorney’s office 
today studied an 800-page Po­ 
lice Department report that 
termed the controversial slay­ 
ing of a black man by a police 
officer “ excusable homicide.” 
Black leaders immediately 
criticized the police evaluation 
of the killing of Clarence John­ 
son, 32, by Patrolman Richard 
Lewis, 28, during a burglary 
investigation Oct. 5 in the Hunt­ 
ers Point area. 


District Attorney John J. Fer- 
don must eventually decide if 
the report is accurate. He could 
order more investigations or 
take the matter to the Grand 
Jury. 
Chief of Inspectors Charles 
Barca said the report, handed 
to Ferdon Thursday, included 
statements from 81 witnesses. 
Officers said Lewis stopped a 
car believed to have been in­ 
volved in a burglary. The origi­ 
nal police version was that 
Lewis ordered Johnson to put 
his hands on the car roof and 
spread his legs. 
Lewis said Johnson suddenly 
turned and when he tried to 
block the suspect’s elbow the 
officer's gun went off. 


Barca declined to go beyond 
the statement that the shooting 
had been determined to come 
within the Penal Code classifi­ 
cation of “ excusable homi­ 
cide.” 
Alex Pitcher, chairman of a 
black group that has been con­ 
ducting its own probe of the 
shooting, said he was “ shocked 
and disgusted.” 
He called for “ an impartial 
investigation by the State Attor­ 
ney General’s office.” 


Girl Says Abductor 
Wept Before Release

held captive for 44 hours by an 
armed kidnaper, said the gun­ 
man wept before releasing her 
and surrendering to police.

Whitlow, 15, and held in a 
rented house in Concord. Police 
talked him into releasing the 
girl and surrendering early 
Tuesday. 
Marvin Joseph Hauber, 29, an 
ex-convict, has been charged 
with the kidnaping and 14 other 
counts, including attempted 
murder since he is charged 
with shooting and wounding her 
friend’s parents. He is being 
held under $250,000 bail and his 
arraignment has been contin­ 
ued until next Tuesday. 
The composed teen-ager de­ 
clined to discuss details of her 
ordeal Thursday, but said when 
he finally gave up, he was 
crying.

she said, “ he sent me into the 
bedroom to get some marijuana 
he had there and he flushed it 
down the toilet.”

Berkeley To Host

It’s a good bet that Ed Khay- 
at has never seen the rock 
musical, “Hair.” In fact, you 
probably couldn’t get him to 
see it even if you gave him free 
tickets. 
The new head coach of the 
Philadelphia Eagles issued an 
“anti-hair” edict three weeks 
ago. His players —shorn of 
their moustaches and sideburns 
—have responded with their 
first two wins of the season — 
against the New York Giants 
and Denver and a 7-7 tie last 
week with powerful Washing­ 
ton. 
The Eagles, losers of their 
first five games this season, 
will attempt to continue their 
trend from the ridiculous to the 
sublime Sunday when they 
travel to Dallas to face the 
Cowboys. 
Dallas (5-3) has the weapons, 
however, to emphatically de­ 
flate the E agles’ ballooning 
hopes. The Cowboys have the 
league’s most productive of­ 
fense, one that has registered 
220 points in eight games. 
That fact makes the Philadel­ 
phia cause especially hazardous 
since the 187 points surrendered 
by the Eagles in eight games 
represents the fifth most porous 
defense in the NFL. 


The Eagles match Dallas’ of­ 
fensive machine with a milque­ 
toast attack that has manufac­ 
tured all of 81 points, the fewest 
in the 26-team circuit. 


The game appears to be a 
mismatch, with Dallas being 
installed as an 11-point favorite, 
but the Eagles are in an excel­ 
lent position to spring a major 
upset. 


The pressure will be on the 
Cowboys They need the win to 
stay alive in the NFC East. 
With division-leading Washing­ 
ton facing the tough Chicago 
Bears, a Dallas victory and a 
Redskin loss would enable the 
Cowboys to pull within one-half 
game of the top. Washington is 
a four-point choice. 
In other NFC contests, Min­ 
nesota is favored by seven over 
Green Bay, Detroit is seen as 
four better than Los Angeles, 
San Francisco is picked to 
romp by 17 over New Orleans 
and Atlanta is tabbed by seven 
over the Giants. 
In the American Conference, 
the New York Jets, their four- 
linebacker defense leading to 
an upset of Kansas City last 
week, find themselves a 13- 
point underdog to Baltimore; 
the Chiefs spot Cleveland 13, 
New England is figured a 


touchdown better than Buffalo, 
Denver is a three-point choice 
over Cincinnati, Houston is 
down 14 to Oakland and Miami, 
leader of the AFC East, gets a 
10-point nod over Pittsburgh. 


The lone inter-conference 
game on the schedule finds St. 
Louis at San Diego in the na­ 
tionally televised Monday night 
game that winds down the ninth 
week of the season. San Diego 
is a three-point pick.

Curtis, Brumsey 
Await Suit Act 


AT BAY MEADOWS 


Shoemaker Shoots For Mark 
Of Most Stake Wins In Year 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(irpi)— 
Does the NCAA’s 1.6 grade rule 
violate the 14th Amendment? 


Isaac Curtis and Larry Brum- 
sey of the University of Califor­ 
nia football team think it does 
and today they seek to find out 
for sure from a Federal Court 
judge. 


The two were held in violation 
of the 1.6 rule by the NCAA and, 
when their school failed to make 
them ineligible for play on the 
football team, the NCAA slapped 
California with a probation. 
The probation prohibits Cali­ 
fornia from post-season compe­ 
tition such as the Rose Bowl and 
also deprives the school of future 
television dates. 
The Curtis-Brumsey suit seeks 
to enjoin the NCAA from contin­ 
uing enforcement of the 1.6 rule 
against them and to challenge 
the basis of the rule as a 
violation of the Due Process 
clause of the 14th Amendment. 
Neither Curtis nor Brumsey 
was named specifically by the 
NCAA when it put California on 
probation but they are the only 
athletes remaining of six origi­ 
nally who were involved. 
California was put on proba­ 
tion because it did not rule Curtis 
and Brumsey ineligible for not 
taking a scholastic aptitude test 
that would predict out a 1.6 


grade at the specified time 
before they were admitted to the 
school. 
Curtis currently is maintain­ 
ing a 3.2 grade average and 
Brumsey has a 2.7 average. 
The NCAA maintained right 
along that California could have 
escaped probation by making its 
“ineligible” players just that 
and then filing for their rein­ 
statement. 
Curtis and Brumsey maintain 
that the 1.6 rule as it applies now 
would leave them ineligible for 
an undetermined period with no 
appeal process from which they 
could seek reinstatement. 
In their suit the two athletes 
contend the NCAA ruling is 
“purely arbitrary and capri­ 
cious and designed especially to 
penalize” them. 
Judge A. C. WoIIenberg will 
hear the case in Federal Court 
and has the power to grant an 
injunction. If he does the move 
could in effect strip the NCAA of 
its governing power. 
Curtis, Brumsey and Califor­ 
nia coach and acting Athletic 
Director Ray Willsey will be in 
court. In fact, Willsey has been 
subpenaed by Judge WoIIen­ 
berg. 
Fred Rosenfeld and J. Stanley 
Sanders will represent Curtis 
and Brumsey. It was not known 
who will represent the NCAA.

PHOENIX (UPI) -Proposed 
merger plans of the National 
and American basketball asso­ 
ciations go before the NBA 
board of governors today in the 
final session of their two-day 
meeting.

Kennedy will brief directors on 
progress of the merger talks 
between the two pro cage 
leagues. Kennedy noted that he 
and ABA Commissioner Jack 
Dolph are to testify next week 
in a second round of hearings 
before the U.S. Senate’s Anti­ 
trust Committee. 


Also on today’s agenda is a 
report of a committee of NBA 
owners and club officials re­ 
garding possible changes in the 
playoff system for post-season 
games.

On Thursday, Kennedy ruled 
the Phoenix Suns won’t have to 
surrender a player immediately 
to the Detroit Pistons for Otto 
Moore until the disputed trade 
is cleared up in court. 
Phoenix was advised to expe­ 
dite the court litigation in Tuc­ 
son which involves a claim by

Indians four straight in the World Series. Now 
Amalfitano is back with the Giants as their first 
base coach.

Wes Westrum, the man Amal- 
fitano succeeds, has this to say 
about the Giants’ new coach:

We had to protect him 
from the baseball draft rules as 
they existed at that time. The 
only way to do it then was to 
make him a member of the 
roster.” 
\ COUPLE of seasons later 
the Giants forgot to protect 
Am alfitano from the minor 
league draft after he had been 
sent down for experience. So 
Amalfitano was playing for To­ 
ronto 
in 
the 
International 
League in 1959 when the Giants 
sorely needed an infield utility 
glove, especially after Jim Dav­ 
enport’s knee crumpled in an 
August plate collision with Ed 
Bailey in Cincinnati. 
“ If we had Joe to fill in at 
third base after Davenport got 
hurt, we’d have won it.’’ said 
Bill Rigney, then manager of 
the Giants, who vowed he never 
again would be caught short 
without a backup infield glove. 
FIRST THING Rigney did in 
1960 was to draft Amalfitano off 
the Toronto roster. The follow­ 
ing year when a 1961 players 
pool was stocked by National 
League clubs for the 1962 ex­ 
pansion of the league, Houston 
made Amalfitano their No. 1 
pick at $125,000. In 1963 the 
Giants 
reacquired him from 
Houston in a trade for Manny 
Mota. Bv this time Amalfitano 


was slowing up a bit and he 
finished the 1963 season at Ta­ 
coma. then the Pacific Coast 
league farm club of the Giants. 
Amalfitano intended to join 
his brother in business in San 
Pedro in 1964 if a major league 
berth didn’t open for him. Chub 
Feeney, then vice president of 
the Giants, made it possible for 
Amalfitano to find that berth. 
Feeney brought Amalfitano to 
the G iants’ spring training 
camp in 1964. strictly for show 
ca se purposes. 
THE CUBvS liked the way 
Amalfitano still hustled. They 
signed him and he played 167 
games for them over the 1964-65 
seasons. When Leo Durocher 
became manager of the Cubs at 
the start of the ’66 season, it 
was a foregone conclusion that 
Amalfitano would be one of The 
Lip’s coaches. 
Durocher was manager of the 
1954 Giants and he liked Amal­ 
fitano right from the first day 
the young man from San Pedro 
reported to the Giants. 
“ Louie.” said Willie Mays, 
“ was Leo’s bench hobo, his 
good luck man.” 
EVERYBODY EI-SE in base­ 
ball calls Amalfitano Joe or 
Joey. Not Mays. Mays dubbed 
Amalfitano Louie first time he 
met him.

Tom said Thursday that NFL 
commissioner Pete Rozelle fined 
him a “four figure sum” after 
Rozelle reviewed films of the 
Sept. 26 game in which Tom 
knocked 
Dallas 
quarterback 
Roger Staubach unconscious. 


“I guess it has a little too much 
aggressiveness 
for 
Rozelle’s 
thinking,” Tom said. “ It’s more 
or less an unwritten law in the 
league that you’re not supposed 
to hit the quarterback hard.” 
Staubach was hit hard. His 
attempted pass to tight end Mike 
Ditka was intercepted, and, as 
the flow of action changed, Tom 
grounded the Cowboys’ passer 
with an elbow to the head. He 
denied it was a “cheap shot.” 
“The only thing Roger did 


wrong was just standing there,” 
Tom said. “ I just ran past 
h im .. .and tried to block him out 
the best I could.” 
Tom was more upset about 
Rozelle than the fine. 
The commissioner indicated 
“ I was being used as an example 
for the rest of the ballplayers in 
the league,” and said the block 
was “ pretty detrimental to the 
caliber of ballplaying in the 
league,” Tom said. 
Tom said he was fined a week 
after the game, which Dallas 
won, 42-7, but he asked Rozelle 
for a hearing. After a meeting 
this week, Rozelle told him to 
“ mail him a check,” Tom said. 
Jim Kensil, executive director 
of the NFL and a top Rozelle 
aide, denied the existence of an 
“ unwritten law” about being 
easy on the quarterback.

L. Butz, a Purdue University 
dean who served in the Eisen­ 
hower adm inistration, has 
joined President Nixon’s cabi­ 
net as agriculture secretary, a 
post made a political arena by 
record grain yields that have 
driven down farm prices. 
Nixon announced Thursday 
the appointment of Butz, 62. 
Butz succeeded Clifford M. 
Hardin, who will join Ralston 
Purina Co. of St. Louis as vice 
chairman in charge of the com­ 
pany’s research and develop­ 
ment. 
Nixon said Hardin had decid­ 
ed to leave because he had had 
an "exceptionally attractive of­ 
fer” in private business.

policy. 
But Butz, who served as an 
assistant agriculture secretary’

A Good-Humored Castro 
Making Rounds In Chile 


SANTIAGO (UPD - Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro flew to­ 
day to northern Chile for talks 
with Chilean copper and salt 
mine workers whose support of 
President Salvadore Allende 
helped bring his Marxist gov­ 
ernment to power. 
Castro flew aboard a Cuban 
airlines plane to Antofagasta 
today and planned to continue 
on later to Iquique in the ex­ 
treme north of the country. 
In a statement Thursday Cas­ 
tro said Cuba would not rejoin 
the Organization of American 
States 
(OAS) 
because 
"it 
doesn’t interest” his govern­ 
ment. 
The Cuban premier, here on a 
wide ranging tour of Chile, said 
his country7 would not consider 
such a move—"neither by invi­ 
tation nor by unanimous agree­ 
ment 
of 
all 
the 
OAS 
members”—in spite of diplo­ 
matic overtures in that direc­ 
tion around the continent. 
All OAS nations except Mexi­ 
co broke off relations with Cas­ 
tro’s regime in 1964, two years 


after it was suspended because 
of “ incompatibility” between 
communism and the inter- 
American system. 
Chile reestablished diplomat­ 
ic relations with Cuba last No­ 
vember after the election of 
President Salvador Allende. 
Peru also has been quietly ex­ 
ploring Cuba's possible return 
to the hemispheric body. 
The bearded revolutionary 
was in good humor Thursday as 
he wound up protocol chores 
that include two wTeath-laying 
ceremonies, hosting a party for 
diplomats at the Cuban ambas­ 
sador's residence and attending 
a reception in his honor at the 
presidential palace.

Berkeley's 'Sanctuary' 
Offer Is Called Academic 


O’Brien described Butz as a 
“ prominent consultant and 
board member of ... corpora­ 
tions that ’farm the farmers.’” 


Rep. William Scherle, R- 
Iowa, a critic of Hardin’s poli­ 
cies, said when told of Butz’ 
appointment, “ Oh, hell, not an­ 
other professor.” 
“ I was hoping we'd have a 
man of the soil, but I don’t 
know about the man and am 
going to reserve judgment,” 
Scherle said. 
The chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, Rep. 
W.R. Poage, D-Tex., remem­ 
bered working with Butz when 
Butz served under Benson in 
the 1950s. 
“ Obviously, we had many dif­ 
ferences, but I respect him as 
an honorable and sincere man 
working for what he thinks to 
be best for agriculture,” Poage 
said. 
Butz, introduced by Nixon at 
a news conference, promised to 
seek help for hard-pressed 
farmers. Nixon predicted Butz 
would be a “ vigorous advocate 
of the interests of farmers, just 
as Secretary Hardin was.” 
After serving in Benson’s de­ 
partment, Butz returned to Pur­ 
due where he was dean of 
agriculture for 10 years. He has 
been Purdue’s dean of continu­ 
ing education since 1968. 
Butz was known during his 
previous stmt in federal service 
as an advocate of reduced gov­ 
ernment involvement in agri­ 
culture. An official who served 
with him during the Eisenhow­ 
er years said Butz “ never has 
been a strong proponent of big 
commodity programs.” 
Butz told reporters he felt 
“ the price of corn is too low.” 
“ I am delighted we will have 
the full support of the President 
and the White House staff in 
working on this problem,” Butz 
said. 
There have been demands for 
stronger action from the admin­ 
istration because of low grain 
prices this year. 
Nixon also announced Thurs­ 
day he had given up his plan to 
abolish the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment as part of his government 
reorganization plan. He said he 
would submit a new plan which 
would provide for a scaled 
down version of the department 
concerning itself only with farm 
affairs.

An assistant city manager says 
the city council’s unprecedent­ 
ed resolution offering “ sanctu­ 
ary” to war resisters is "aca­ 
demic” because it provided no 
funds to house anyone seeking 
asylum. 


Charles McCormack said any 
deserters from the Navy car­ 
rier Coral Sea, which leaves 
today for Vietnam, cannot “ roll 
out sleeping bags” in city of­ 
fices in spite of the council 
resolution. 


The 63,000-ton carrier with a 
crew of 4,300 has been picketed 
by a small number of sailors 
the past few weeks. They said 
they represented a much larger 
proportion of the crew which 
opposes the war. 


The council, by a vote of 6 to 
1 Wednesday, adopted the asy­ 
lum resolution offering city fa­ 
cilities and help for 10 Bay 
Area churches which earlier in 
the week opened their doors to 
war resisters. 


“ W7e want to dramatize our 
opposition to this war and our 
belief that the war has a direct 
adverse effect on all the cities 
of the country,” said Council­ 
man Edward E. Kallgren. 


But McCormack said city fa­ 
cilities would not be available 
for now because the resolution 
carried no clause providing for 
the expenditure of space or 
money for anyone seeking asy­ 
lum. 


The 
University 
Lutheran 
Chapel stockpiled sleeping bags 
and food for a possible influx of 
sailors from the Coral Sea. 


While not directly encourag­ 
ing desertion, the sponsors of 
the church sanctuary program 
invited “ anyone struggling with 
a decision of conscience” to 
move into the church. 


Gilbert Wilkerson, 21, just 
transferred from the Coral Sea, 
said “ It seems to me that to 
stay at this church would be a 
direct bust. The majority of 
people (who desert1» will go un­ 
derground—they will not come 
to this church.” 


The council resolution also 
banned city employes, includ­ 
ing policemen, from helping in 
“ any investigation, public or 
clandestine” of deserters or 
joining in their arrest. 


But City Manager WUliam 
Hanley said police are bound by 
their oath of office to uphold the 
laws and would be committing 


illegal acts if they refused to 
take part in arrests of AWOL 
sailors. 


However, McCormack said 
city police rarely join federal 
authorities in the apprehension 
of deserters. "The federal gov­ 
ernment merely notifies the po­ 
lice department about arrests,” 
he said. 


In Sacramento, State Attor­ 
ney General Evelle J. Younger 
said the federal government 
has plenty of “ muscle” to re­ 
quire Berkeley police to serve 
federal court warrants if neces­ 
sary. 


Old Meters Back 
In Price Freeze 
O LYM PIA, Wash. (U PD - 
City officials have replaced a 
number of new nickel and dime 
parking meters with older mod­ 
els that take pennies — because 
of President Nixon’s wage-price 
freeze. 
City Supervisor Eldon Mar­ 
shall was advised by the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service that a 
complaint had been filed by an 
unnamed citizen, who noted the 
price of parking had jumped 
from 5 to 10 cents an hour on 
the new meters. 
The old meters, put back in 
place Wednesday, give motor­ 
ists the option of renting the 
space at the rate of 12 minutes 
for a penny.
